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THE B£.-ALASKA HIGHWAY 


The Federal Government* through one of its 
spokesmen, claims It is not Interested in the 
proposed British Columbia-Alaska Highway. The 
statement made la that what Is proposed Is a 
provincial concern, and that It Is British Colum¬ 
bia's business if money la borrowed from the 
American Government for the purpose of con¬ 
structing the road. If Ottawa is not concerned 
In any way it is difficult to find any reason for 
Mr. T. D. Pattulio’a proposed visit to the Federal 
capital, the purport of which Is to consult thtr 
Dominion Government on matters relating to 
the highway. The fact la, however, that Ottawa 
will be Interested when It learns officially that 
the road Is being projected as a^Mptary high¬ 
way over which the United atom could, if per¬ 
mitted, transport troops and munitions of war 
by land to Alaska. This possibility is essentially 
one to be considered by the Federal authorities. 
Were such a possibility not on the tapis the 
United States would not sanction a loan to 
British Columbia. It must* therefore, be this 
aspect of the undertaking which la leading Mr. 
Paitullo to consult the Government of Canada. 
)k stands to reason that If the highway is to be 
constructed with American money, and primarily 
for military purposes, the sanction of Ottawa 
must be secured. It is the Dominion Government 
that controls defence—and neutrality. 


PERSONALITY 


Canon Harold Anson, the Master of the Temple, 
in his book. Looking Forward," explains his 
“credo." which in effect is that the best Is always 
yet to be. but "to be" in the sense that "its future 
Is in the hands of those who have caught the 
creative spirit of Christ and are prepared to 
think and work to make the good future possible." 
He believes that there is a purpose and will behind 
the phenomenon of Ufe, "which is gradually, and 
through a space of time which to us appears to 
be infinite, producing order out of chaos, and 
value out of that which seems to us to be without 
worth. A pattern of Infinite beauty is* I believe, 
being wrought out of what seems a mere Ill- 
assorted Jumble of ugly, disjointed, meaningless 
lives and events." 

The Idea of what Is yet to be is bound up. in 
the opinion of Canon Anson, with personality, 
without which there can be no purpose. So far 
only glimpses of it are caught here and there; 
"it la a power that Is not a person—one, however 
exalted, among many—but the basis and ground 
of all personality." On the strength of this con¬ 
ception, Canon Anson has something to say of 
the Church. He describes It as a net full of fish, 
both good and bad. Numbers grow up In the 
spirit of Christ within the Church, and perhaps 
as many outside the Church, but there are num¬ 
bers who fall away from what is good by being 
outside, "and perhaps as many by leading a 
dead life while they take part in the ordinances 
of the Church." The real test of Christianity, 
says Canon Anson. Is having the spirit, the 
"fruits of the spirit"—love, Joy, peace, long-suf¬ 
fering, gentleness, goodness, faith, meekness and 
•elf-control. The application of this test may 
make it difficult to believe that membership in 
the visible Church "Is any guarantee whatever of 
possessing the 8plrit of Christ." 

Most of those who criticise the Church for not 
exercising the Influence that could well be ex¬ 
pected of It do so on the ground that there have 
been too many substitutes for religion, some of 
which masquerade under the name of Christi¬ 
anity. That cannot be denied, nor is It possible 
to controvert the statement that what Is wanted 
is not a new religion or a modernised Christi¬ 
anity. but a recovery of the Faith of our fathers, 
a faith that Bishop Ooldlng-BLrd describes aj 
holy, "because It came from the heart of Christ, 


his own thoughts, experiencing his own emotions, 
making his own decisions. It is, however* not 
tills aspect that makes for personality Keeping 
ourselves to ourselves means emptying out all 
the treasures that personality has. It is neces¬ 
sary to understand, to experience, that "we are 
members one of another." There is the case of 
love being so effective an agency in developing 
personality. That implies giving the best to 
another, or others, and getting the best in return. 
There is a way of developing a higher personality 
stiU, for the most important of all the relation¬ 
ships into which the self can enter is that with 
God. from Whom self originated and to Whom it 
returns. This is the personality that requires 
constant cultivation if there Is to be insight and 
knowledge of the purpose! of the Almighty. It 
Is a matter of f friethod and persistence In the 
search, and the reward la. the development of 
the highest thing that man has^hls personality. 
It can only reach the full stature of its wholeness 
and ripeness in Its response to the One Who 
fashions it, and by the way of effort and self- 
dlacipllne. That Is Canon Anson's "credo"—the 
possession of the Spirit of Christ, the most real 
of all realities, and that which endows the human 
being with a peace that passeth understanding. 
It is communion with Him Who Is the Creator, 
the 8ource and the End of all Ufe. and Whose 
W1U in the purposes of His redemption is a love 
that Is Infinite. 


IN HOSPITALS 


Hospital patients are the victims of routine, 
because In most hospitals there is a money 
Shortage. Perhaps their health suffers because 
of It The trouble Ues with hospitals being 
mostly understaffed and the beUef that exists 
that certain things must be done at certain 
times, perhaps even irrespective of the com¬ 
plaints from which patients may be suffering. 
Nurses have to operate as economically as pos¬ 
sible; so they get the patients’ meals at a cer¬ 
tain time, even if the patients do not want them; 
they clean out the wards and the private rooms, 
perhaps when patients want to sleep* because, 
it is desired that they should be spick and span 
for the visits of the doctors. Patients are washed 
so that the task may be done and the nurses 
can get on with their other work. Here Is the 
comment of Mr. Robert Lynd, of The London 
News-Chronicle: 

‘What happens Is that patients begin to be 
washed at some quite ungodly hour. I have 
asked about it again and again, and I have been 
assured that they are not awakened to be 
washed. That is true. They are not wakened 
deliberately; but If someone happens to be 
awake he Is washed, and that wakes up some¬ 
body else. So the game begins; so It goes on. 
Patients In hospital are washed at a time when 
they ought, by aU the rules of common sense, 
to be asleep. And, once washed, and so properly 
awake, they are given the usual tea and bread 
and butter breakfast. Some don’t mind it. Some 
mihd it a great deal, but put up with the incon¬ 
venience. And the whole business could be made 
comfortable and pleasant and human for every¬ 
body if the hospitals could afford to employ 
more nurses." 


A MATTER OF ABORICULTLRE 


An English correspondent. Rev. J. C. Pater¬ 
son. of Cowes, makes his suggestion as to the 
cause of drought on the Prairies. He says that, 
generally speaking, the Chinook blowing from 
the Pacific Ocean determines both the humidity 
and precipitation over the wheat-belt. Then he 
goes on . "In post-War years the decreases which 
have been registered would appear to be in 
large measure due to the Increase throughout 

the vast and sparsely-inhabited foothills on _ 

both sides of the Rockies of Brule’ districts, now for 
much drier and better drained out since the full-grown man 
devastation by fire of the undergrowth.

TAXATION OF PROPERTY 

8ir.—Victoria, like all Canadian 
cities, has too long followed the 
American system of taxation. May 
I explain some of the facts relating 
to the Old Country system There 
are several systems in England deal¬ 
ing with property; one-third free¬ 
hold. leasehold and copyhold. Free¬ 
hold to the one I am dealing with 
"The freeholder to absolute owner 
of his property, save only his duty 
and service to the king;" so that an 
Englishman's home to Ills castle. 

A freeholder, onoe having pur¬ 
chased by payment and having re¬ 
ceived the deed In his name, can 
only be interfered with because of 
bankruptcy Taxes, debts or claims 
cannot be issued against this prop¬ 
erty. They must be against hi* 
person or other assets. Having be¬ 
come the owner of this property, he 
is then liable for Uses, generally 
called improvement, poor rate and a 
water tax. none of which are re¬ 
coverable against this property 

The Uses are payable every three 
mdRths. m some cases six months, 
and the time to not allowed to 
rxoeed twelve months. In case of 
non-payment, it becomes a case for 
the police court, and the taxes for 
this short term are generally met at 
the time. In case of default, an ap¬ 
pearance must be made, and If the 
debtor can prove by good cause hla 
inability to meet hit dues, he to

Viscount Halifax broke up plans 
for a week-end in the country and 
rushed back to London to 
in close touch wRh the Foreign Of¬ 
fice. Prime Minister Neville 
Chamberlain followed events closely

A foreign correspondent, who vis¬ 
ited the Czechoslovak frontier dis¬ 
trict pf Southern Bohemia, reported 
that during Friday night Czechoslo¬ 
vak troops moved up in trucks and 
trains to occupy the zone. 

Gasoline, he said, could be bought 
only by permission of the army and 
all automobiles were stopped and 
searched at barricades manned by 
gendarmes. 

Most foreign observers and diplo¬ 
mats were agreed in believing Hitler 
did not plan a stroke to "liberate" 
the 8udeten Germans this week¬ 
end. but rather was awaiting the re¬ 
sults of the elections 

There were fear*, however, that 
new and violent disorders might 
provoke him to action. 

Should there be a German stroke, 
it waa believed it would be through 
Czechoslovakia's comparatively un¬ 
protected frontier with Austria. 

The Czechoslovaks have modern 
fortifications bordering Germany, 
but Austria's union with Germany, 
effected March 13 and ratified April 
18 in a plebiscite, caught them 
somewhat napping in the south.

Two new directors. Dr. D M Bail- 
lie and Mrs. H. J. Hartnell, were 
appointed to the board of the Chil¬ 
dren's Aid 8ocief,y at its recent 
monthly meeting. Interest was 
shown in the reports of the com¬ 
mittees dealing with various phases 
of the society's work. 

During the first four months of 
this year, twenty-three children were 
admitted to the care of the society 
—two a« wards, committed by court 
order; twenty-one as non-wards, ad¬ 
mitted for temporary care. Thiee 
wards and ten non-wards had been 
discharged On April 30 there were 
seventy-one children in the society 's 
care: nine were in the receiving 
home, forty-eight were in boarding 
foster homes, and fourteen were in 
free foster homes. One hundred and 
reventeen children of families re¬ 
ferred to the society were being 
supervised in their own homes. 

The family work committee, in its 
report on deliquency, urged that ex¬ 
isting regulations for the protection 
of young people should be strictly 
enforced. 

A general meeting of the board 
will be called shortly - to discuss 
matters relative to the increasing 
demand for the special service* of 
the society. It is expected that Miss 
Isobel Harvey, provincial superin¬ 
tendent of neglected children, will 
be present at this meeting Several 
members of the board are planning 
to attend the national conferences 
on social work which will be hell 
in Vancouver and in Seattle in the 
latter part of June.

ECLIPSE OF SUN 


Dr. W. I. Bre4r. of Ak Rulak V, 
prdtUon. to Address Astronom¬ 
ical Society Were 


On Thursday next at the 
Central Junior High School Vic¬ 
torians will have a unique op¬ 
portunity of viewing a total eclipse 
of the sun through the medium of j 
motion picture films. These films 
will be shown and an accompanying 
lecture delivered by Dr. Wallace R 
Brode. associate professor of organic 
chemistry at the Ohio State Uni¬ 
versity. who Is showing these Aims 
throughout the Western States and 
is brought to Victoria under the 
auspices of the Victoria centre of 
the Royal Astronomical Society of 
Canada. 

Professor Brode was a member of 
the joint Harvard-Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology expedition 
to this solar eclipse and can speak 
from experience of the details of

LONDON. May 21.—The Royal 
Daffodil is to fight the Battle of 
Zeebrugge over again. As a genera¬ 
tion has grown up which never new 
the Royal Daffodil, it may be ex¬ 
plained that once upon a time two 
stout, tubby ferry-boats, the DaX 
fodil and the Iris, piled In the broad 
and of Himes stormy estuary of the 
Mersey between the Liverpool land¬ 
ing stage and the New Brighton 
pier on the opposite side, three 
miles lower down. 

They had to be stout to stand the 
weather, but day and night they 
crossed to and fro even though the 
heavy manllla mooring - ropes 
snapped like whipcord when they 
tied up. 

They were stout enough, anyway, 
to go all the way to Zeebrugge In 
Belgium early In the last year of 
the war under their own steam and 
there, on St. Oenge’s Bay, they 
shoved the Vindictive up against the 
mole under a raking fire from the 
Oerman guns. 

Then they came back to the 
Mersey with big holes In their 
funnels and plenty of pother evidence 
of what they had been through. 
Like other war heroes they resumed 
their old Jobs but they were now the 
Royal Daffodil and the Royal Iris. 

BEACHED AGE LIMIT 

In due course they reached their 
age limit and were retired, their 
successors being named Royal Daf¬ 
fodil II and Royal His n after them. 
You may see these any day at Liver¬ 
pool. 

The original Royal Daffodil was 
then sold to s Rochester company 
and again made her way around the 
coast, up the Channel and through 
the Straits of Dover to become a 
sure steamer on the sheltered 
Thames. 

And now she la too old even for 
that and has been sent to a ship¬ 
breaking yard at Ghent, thus re¬ 
turning at the very end of her life to 
Belgium, where, twenty years earlier, 
she had won undying fame. 

y way of celebration, however, 
the Battle of Zeebrugge is to be 
fought over again in her honor, 
fireworks being used for the “ef¬ 
fect*. ’

A IR-MINDED? Why certainly they 

are air-minded, and why shouldn't 
they be? They have been studying 
aeronautics all Winter. This was the 
reply of the officials of the Model Aero¬ 
plane League of Victoria when recently 
isked about the members of the League. 

Yes, we have a Model Aeroplane League 
in our city. There are now three clubs 
with an active membership of some sixty 
teen age boys. The League, as it is now 
ronstltuted. was first started last Fall 
when approximately ten builders gave a 
display of model flying in connection 
with tne Jubilee celebration. 8ince that 
time the membership has increased to 
uxty members with meetings held each 
week for the study of aerodynamics and 
model building. These model aeroplane 
:lubs are ndt something new. They have 
?een in existence in other cities for some 
years There are model aeroplane clubs 
m practically all countries of the world 
ind for some time past an international 
competition has been held each year. 
The gentleman responsible for this com¬ 
petition is the late Lord Wakefield, who 
donated a trophy to be competed for 
yearly. Three years ago the trophy was 
held by the United States, last year by 
England, and this year by France One 
will have no difficulty in appreciating the 
benefits to be derived from such com¬ 
petitions where the youth of various na¬ 
tions are brought together in the spirit of 
friendly competition. The Canadian or¬ 
ganization is Dominion wide, with head¬ 
quarters at Ottawa. Ontario, and is spon¬ 
sored by Canadian Aviation, Canada's w 
tional aviation magazine. 

The Victoria clubs are fortunate in the 
meetings. Two of the clubs meet in the 
facilities they have for holding their 
drafting room of the Technical 8hops and 
the third club meets at the Y.M.C.A. 

Club programmes In general are much 
alike. number* meet in regu¬ 

lar sessions one a week. Individual mem¬ 


bers meet at other times during the week 
to work on designs and projects. We are 
fortunate here in Victoria in having at 
our disposal drafting instruments and 
tables in the Technical 8chool on which 
the boys may do their designing and 
work. Most model building, however, is 
done in attics, bedrooms, cellars and such 
other places as are available. 

Many model aircraft clubs are spon¬ 
sored by and for groups of aviation en¬ 
thusiasts to give mutual assistance to 
under-privileged members and to secure 
the advantages of group activities. So 
popular Is the subject of model aircraft 
that prominent newspaper^, magazines, 
stores and service cjubs have sponsored 
model aircraft clubs. Interested boys 
have, through there agencies, been able 
to secure a great deal of valuable assist¬ 
ance in the building of model planes. 

Educational Value 

M ODEL aircraft clubs exist in every 
major city throughout Canada and 
the United States and have an estimated 
total membership of some million or more 
boys. Because the majority of boys And 
it a subject of constant interest, aviation 
provides valuable material for modern 
education. It gives a boy an oppor¬ 
tunity to express his Interest in a tan¬ 
gible manner. It may form a permanent 
Interest, leading to a life work, or it may 
only hold a temporary place. Regardless 
of what form It takes, as It may be purely 
a romantic one. model building will lead 
him to spending much of his spare time 
reading and studying the subject for in¬ 
formation that can be actually applied to 
his model. The model builder soon gets 
a comprehensive grasp of the principles 
of flight and the factors to be considered. 
In designing to produce stability and high 
performance. As he advances further in 
model building, he finds it necessary to 
bwomp acquainted in varying degrees 
with geometry and applied mathematics.

He must understand the reading of blue¬ 
prints and the making of drawings in de¬ 
signing and building his model. 

In the industry Itself, models are con¬ 
structed to scale for experimentation 
purposes to prove, or disprove, theories 
without danger * to life and property 
These scale models are placed In wind 
tunnels and watched by experts regard¬ 
ing their stability and performance under 
various conditions. 

No boy accomplishes much in the 
building of model aircraft without real¬ 
izing the essentiality of good workman¬ 
ship. He soon finds that careless work¬ 
manship defeats his purpose. Model 


builders exhibit great pride In their 
product and it is Impossible for a boy to be 
successful in the building and fly mg of 
model aircraft without developing fun¬ 
damental characteristics, among which 
may be mentioned carefulness, patience, 
attention to detail, persistence, inventive¬ 
ness and Initiativeness. 

As j Hobby 

F ROM a recreational or hobby point of 
view, msftfel aircraft provides diver¬ 
sion and Relaxation for body and mind 
Both the boy in school and the young 
msn in employment ftnd recreation in 
building and flying model planes, either 


O RIGINALLY the building of model 
aircraft was for experimentation 
purposes only. More recently, however, 
with progress has come competition, so 
that the boy who now constructs model 
aircraft not only takes pride in his 
workmanship, but builds with the realiza¬ 
tion that his model must measure up to 
those of other boys in his own. In neign- 
boring and in distant clubs from other 
states, provinces or countries. In other 
words, the incentive of sportsmanship In 
model contests nas been added The boy 
who exhibits and flies his models in com¬ 
petition with others learns the fun¬ 
damentals of good sportsmanship, par¬ 
ticularly when, through solne unfortunate 
circumstance, his model is eliminated 
from a contest or takes lower rank com¬ 
pared to those of other boys. As an 
example, in the indoor contest recently 
held in Vancouver for the indoor British 
Columbia championships, models were 
showing remarkable endurance qualities. 
A model belonging to one of the boys who 
was running wlth ^weHT competition for 
first place, encountered a series of diffi¬ 
culties. bumped up against a root beam, 
hesitated, and then settled between the 
bracings and was there to stay, while the 
other model weathered that storm of 
rafters and, with power expelled, glidfd 
down to a perfect landing. The loser 
was the first to congratulate the winner. 
Awards in the form of cups, medals and 
articles pertaining to model building, 
such as model plane gasoline engines, 
aviation books, etc., are contributed by 
public spirited gentlemen or by service 


clubs. Chambers of Commerce, or news¬ 
papers. 

Aspects on Construction 

A 8 a result of model aircraft con testa, 
new designs in wing shapes, rib sec¬ 
tions and propellers have evolved. Tht 
successful builder realizes the importance 
of the shape of his wing section and 
knows that there are various types de¬ 
pending on the kind of plane he is de¬ 
signing. that is. will it be a light, fast¬ 
flying plane which will require small wing 
area and a thinner wing section, or will 
it be a heavy, alow-flying model which 
will require a larger wing area and a 
thicker wing section. After deciding on 
his wing area and wing section, he must 
next consider the wing's “aspect ratio,'* 
that is, what is the relation of the wing's 
length to its width. An aspect ratio 
within seven and ten is considered an 
efficient figure. The outline of the wing 
must now be decided upon and in the 
earlier stages of model building we use 
the rectangular shape becaiufc of its ease 
of construction, whereas the experienced 
builder who notes the latest trends In 
aviation reads that the new British super 
marine-spitfire and the Heinkel Trans¬ 
port. both very fast and efficient, have 
adopted the eliiptlcai outline because of 
its greater efficiency, and so he con¬ 
structs his flying model with this im¬ 
provement incorporated to enable his 
plane to give better performance. Here 
is a little applied mathematics, a wing 
must be of a certain span, have a certain 
aspect ratio, have a given area and be 
elliptical in shape. 

Balsa wood is the material used for 
model aircraft because of its lightness 
and strength. Its weight varies from four 
to nine pounds per cubic foot and It is 
the lightest wood that grows, far lighter 
than cork itself. The glue that Is used is

Marshals of Empire 

O N ceremonial occasions, the uniform 
sleeves of King Victor Emmanuel 
and Premier Mussolini will henceforth be 
decorated with the same design. This 
three-color badge distinguishes the new 
rank of Marshal of the Empire, of which 
the King and the Duce are the only two 
holders. 

The imperial eagle and the crown are 
gold-embroidered on a red background, 
while silver braid is used for two wavy 
bands and Intervening ornamentations. 
Rather more than two Inches deep, the 
sleeve badge is worn just above the cuff. 
Cap and shoulder badges, In which the 
imperial eagle is the dominant motif, also 
dignify the new rank. 

Hitherto the Duce has held no military, 
naval or air force commission and when 
he has appeared In uniform it has in¬ 
variably been as Corporal of Honor of the 
Fascist Militia.

The Phoenix Park Murders 


By J. F. Lennox MacFarlane 
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O N May 6, 1882. there waa committed 
one of the moet cold-blooded, bru¬ 
tal murder* ever recorded in the 
history of crime In Ireland, whoee lovely 
green sward has been stained by innocent 
blood so many times on various pretexts. 

The scene of this tragedy was the Phoe¬ 
nix Park, immediately adacent to the city 
of Dublin. This beautiful public park, 
containing between three and four thou¬ 
sand statute acres, was devoted to the 
recreation of the citizens of the metro po¬ 
ll*—cricket, polo and football each in it* 
season. The fallow deer with which it 
was stocked were quite tame from their 
familiarity with two-legged friends. There 
was room enough for the garrison to have 
field days, sham fights, etc. There were 
generally three infantry regiments, two 
cavalry regiments—Royal Horse Artillery 
and Field Artillery. 

In the month of May the beauty of the 
' Phaynix," as the Dublin “Jamies" called 
it, was further enhanced by the hawthorn 
woods in full bloom, the sweet perfume 
filling the air wherever one might go. 

There was a straight road running east 
and west from the Dublin Oate to the 
Castlekrock Oate about two miles in a 
straight line, past the Phoenix Monument, 
which was half way (one mile from town). 
This road was some fifty feet wide, and on 
each side a graveled footpath six feet 
wide, with grassy slopes down to the road, 
which were kept very closely mown. 

The Viceregal Lodge, the Summer resi¬ 
dence of the Lord-Lieutenant, was situ¬ 
ated about half a mile from town on the 
right-hand side <N.) and about 800 yards 
from the road. The windows of the draw¬ 
ing-rooms and reception rooms faced due 
south, giving a magnificent view of the 
Dublin Mountains, and In order not to in¬ 
tercept the view no evergreens were 
planted in front of the windows. I men¬ 
tion this, as it had a bearing on subse¬ 
quent events. 

The Chief Secretary’s residence lay Just 
beyond the Phoenix Monument on the left, 
the Under-Secretary's to the right. 

On the evening of May 5, Lord Frederick 
Cavendish, the newly-appointed Chief 
Secretary, who had never been in Ireland 
before, arrived to take over his duties. He 
spent the next day with Mr. “Tom’* Burke, 
Under-Secretary, getting “the hang of 
things.’* Tom Burke was of a genial na¬ 
ture and a general favorite amongst all 
classes—got on well with landlord or 
tenant, tinker or tailor. 

Lord Frederick and Tom Burke had a 
busy day, their clerks in the office a busy 
day. too. Lord Frederick was a conscien- 
cious man and wished to make himself 
thoroughly acquainted with the situation, 
and solve the “Irish question" by making 
some compromise with Parnell over Home 
Rule. / 

There Is little doubt but that if that 
had been accomplished. Ireland would still 
be^part of Oreat Britain. But to return 
to our story. Having made numerous re¬ 
searches into events of the past, reading 
any amount of correspondence from dif¬ 
ferent parts of the country, they agreed to 
“call It a day.” 

They left the office, evidently with the 
intention of driving home, as Tom Burke 
called a Jarvey whom he addressed as Dan, 
Instructing him that he had the new Chief 
Secretary with him. They were going to 
his place and then he would walk across 
to his own place. 

Days Numbered 

B IFORI long Tom Burke perceived that 
Lord Frederick was very uncomfort¬ 
able, never having been on an outside egr 
before, and when they had reached the 
park gates suggested that he might like to 
walk. “Yes, by Jove, let me off this con¬ 
traption " So they continued their Jour¬ 
ney on foot, rejoicing in the lovely sweet- 
scented air that filled their lungs and made 
them feel how good it was to be alive. 
Alas! their days were numbered. 

When they had reached a point on the 
graveled path exactly opposite the draw¬ 
ing-room windows of the Viceregal Lodge, 
they were struck down by two assassins. 
Both had been stabbed in the same man¬ 
ner. the knife having entered close behind 
the collar bone and right down till it 
penetrated the heart. One of the vic¬ 
tims had received a second wound, from 
the back, into the heart. 

There were no eyewitnesses. But the 
all-seeing eye above would not allow this 
monstrous deed to be unavenged. 

Within twenty-four hours that prince 
of detectives, John Mallon, had five male¬ 
factors locked up in Jail. 

John Mallon, who was a personal friend 
of mine, told me that for some months he 
had been keeping under observation a 
small group of individuals who called 
themselves “Invinclbles," bound together 
under oath to murder all enemies of Ire¬ 
land and to give their country freedom 
Their leader was one James Carey, they 
held their meetings in a back street be¬ 
hind the City Hall, and “I tried hard thro' 
certain persons I had employed to find out 
who these ruffians would commence on, 
hoping to checkmate them before harm 
was done, but failed." 

On the day of the murder, James Carey 
was seen to go out for a drive in a four- 
wheeler with two of his children. They 
went by the Knockmaroon Oate to the 
park, my man reported, and Carey and his 
kids got out and had their lunch on the 
trass. After this they drove on to the 
main road and Carey stopped the cab. the 
other children got ouC and was seen di¬ 
recting his children’s attention to the 
Viceregal Lodge. Carey and his family 
went home and the cab driver, having 
been paid, went home." 8o far so good, 
but now the cabdrtver was in Kllmarkham. 
James Carey, Joe Brady Moloney, Tom 



Reilly and James FlezHarrls, “Skin 
the Ooat." were locked up, committed 
for trial on the charge of wilful murder. 

James Carey had been accepted as a 
Crown witness. “How did you manage 
that, John?’’ I asked. “Just by a bit of 
bluff," said he. “When they had been in 
the cells for a week or so. I went round the 
cells about twelve o’clock at night. I rat¬ 
tled my keys outside No. 1, stood for four 
or five minutes, rattled the keys again 
and passed on to the next, did the same 
again. I did not go into any. When I 
came to No. 5 I made as if to pass on. 
James Carey called out, ’Mr. Mallon, Mr. 
Mallon. I know your step; I want to see 
you.’ I opened the cell door ‘What do 
you want?* said I. ‘Look here,* said he, 
‘they have all been trying to turn Queen s 
evidence. I can tell you more than the 
whole of them put together Will you 
save my neck if I tell you all about it?* 
‘Well,’ said I. still on the bluff, if what you 
tell me amounts to more than I already 
know, I’ll do what I can for you with the 
Crown Prosecutor,’ so I took out my note¬ 
book and got it all out of him, the fear of 
the rope was on him, the sweat was run¬ 
ning down his face. 

“Well, when I showed it to Peter 
O’Brian, Crown Prosecutor, it was all right. 
We hadn't a particle of evidence to go on. 
If it hadn’t been, for this miserable wretch 
rounding on his pals, they might have all 
gone free with their thumbs to their noses, 
to continue their career of murder. But 
it’s always the same in this country. When 
there’s a bunch mixed up in any criminal 
business, there’s sure to be some of them 
ready to squeal, if he thinks he can do it 
without being found out. Informers! the 
most de|picable animals in creation! But 
we cannot do without them in the detec¬ 
tion of crime." 8uch was John Mallon’s. 
account of how he got the evidence 

The assizes were held in Oreen Street 
Court House. v The first prisoner put for¬ 
ward for trial on the charge of wilful mur¬ 
der was James FitzHarris, alias Skin the 
Goat," alluding to an occupation he car¬ 
ried on when not driving his cab. He 
pleaded, of course. “Not Ouilty.** The 
Jury, of which I was one, was composed of 
men of good standing in the ’ county, 
Dublin, some Protestants, some Catholic. 
Amongst them I was glad to find a brother 
magistrate, A. Hussey, a Catholic. The 
others were well-known farmers. 

The First Witness 

T HE first witness called for the prose¬ 
cution was. of course. James Carey. 
Being duly sworn, he sat down, throwing 
one leg carelessly over the other and sat 
there with rather a supercilious, or self- 
satisfied air. He knew his neck was safe, 
that when the comrades he had betrayed 
were hanged he would be all right, so he 
was almost cheerful. He testified that on 
the day in question he had taken his chil¬ 
dren for a drive in the park, and that hav¬ 
ing them with him would prevent people 
noticing what he was doing, viz., “select¬ 
ing a spot for the execution !’ v “Execution," 
said counsel, “that’s what you call it." “Of 
course, execute the enemies of your coun¬ 
try,” said Carey. He went on to describe 
how the spot chosen was exactly in the 
view of the drawing-room windows of the 
Viceregal Lodge, so that if any of these 
damn lords and ladies were there they 
could see Justice being administered, that 
he had marked the spot with a peg so Joe 
Brady wouldn't miss it. 3kin the Ooat’s 
orders were to drive Joe and his comrade 
out and stop about fifty yards from the 
peg. then Joe was to tell Skin to take out 
his handkerchief when Mr. Burke passed 
and wipe his face with it so that Joe wofild 
know it waa Burke, as Joe had never seen 
Burke before, and they did not want to 
get the wrong man Of course it was all 
a mistake killing Lord Frederick Caven¬ 
dish. but they had to, as he would give 


evidence against them Anyhow, one more 
or less wouldn’t matter with Joe Brady. 

James FitzHarris (Skin the Ooati asked 
to say a word. His story was that he took 
Carey and his kids for a drive in the park, 
that he had waited while they had their 
lunch, that they had gone by the main 
road home, stopping to show the children 
where the Lord-Lieutenant lived in Sum¬ 
mer. Carey paid him his fare, he went 
home, fed and watered his horse and went 
to his supper early. He had been out all 
day and had had no dinner. Before he 
had finished his supper Joe Brady and an¬ 
other man came and made him take out 
his horse and cab and drive out to the 
park. "Everyone knew Mr. Burke. Joe said 
he wanted to see him, but did not know 
him by sight, so they told me if Mr. Burke 
came along I was to hould my handker¬ 
chief to my face and they’d know it was 
him. But the Lord save us, when the two 
Jintlemen reached them they downed the 
two of them. I turned me cab around 
an<f lambasted the poor auld horse and 
got home as fast as he could, as God‘is 
me Judge, that’s all I know about it.** 

"The Court is adjourned till 11 of to¬ 
morrow. Mr. Sheriff, take charge of the 
Jury," was then announced. 

The Big Sheriff 

W/E. the Jury, then, accompanied by 
W the genial sheriff, William Ormsby, 
“the big sheriff,” as everyone called him,- 
with a smiling face, ever ready with a Joke, 
and if near his favorite club a hospitable 
invitation to “come in and bathe your 
lips,” drove to the Gresham Hotel, 8ack- 
ville 8treet, where we had dinner and any 
wine or whisky we wished for, and warned 
that we were not to communicate with 
any person whatsoever except our fellow 
Jurymen. 

After dinner we discussed the rf&e, aided 
by liberal libations of hot whiiky punch. 
My mind was made up. Every “Invincible" 
should be hanged “8kin the Goat" must 
have been one of the gang. He preteftded 
to have been horrified. All nonsense, etc. 
Anthony Hussey, being a Roman Catholic, 
brought his co-religionists to take the 
same view of the case and I talked to the 
Protestants, * The point at issue was the 
desirability of stamping out “Invinclbles" 
—religion had nothing to do with it. We 
all agreed—"Guilty" was to be the verdict 

Eleven of next morning saw us in the 
Jury-box, ready to hear the judge s charge. 
“Gentlemen of the Jury: In this case of 
The Queen v. James FitzHarris. who is 
charged with wilful murder, it is part of 
my duty to Instruct you what wilful mur¬ 
der is. The man who without cause strikes 
down a man and kills him. that is murder. 
The man who knows murder is about to 
be committed and who abstains from tak¬ 
ing any steps to prevent it is equally guilty 
with the man who does the deed, and lia¬ 
ble to the same penalty. He is an ‘acces¬ 
sory before the fact.’ The man who sees 
a murder committed, not knowing it was 
about to be committed and who takes no 
steps to have the murderer punished, is 
guilty but in a lesser degree—he is an 
‘accessory after the fact.’ 

“Now as to the evidence. Was the pris¬ 
oner at the bar a member of this society 
or not? This informer, the only witness 
brought forward by the Crown, gave no 
evidence as to his being a member (Gen¬ 
tlemen of the Jury, you are sworn to give 
your verdict according to the evl- 
Are you satisfied that according to the 
evidence, has it been proved that James 
FitzHarris was a member of the Invincible 
Society? His own uncontradicted evi¬ 
dence denies 1L It is for you to decide. 
Your verdict must be either Guilty of Not 
Ouilty You may retire and consider your 
..finding " 

When we entfred the Jury room, the 
foreman of the Jury came over to me. 
“Well, it’s all over now, thank God. Oood 


for the Jury. Young Reilly was little more 
than a boy, and a good looking young 
fellow he was. too. but young as he was 
he was old in crime. 

So he. too. paid the extreme penalty, 
hanged for being “accessory before the 
fact" 

Of the list of sworn-in members of the 
Invinclbles which Mallon had, only one, 
John O’Donnell, remained. It was 
thought that he had gone to America, but 
it was not so. 

Protected Informer 

r K disposal of the informer was the 
next question. Vile as he was he 
must be protected, so he was shipped 
secretly (as the authorities thought > on 
board a ship bound for Australia under 
an assumed name. The captain of the 
ship had been given sealed orders con¬ 
cerning his passenger, of whoee Identity 
he was not aware. Every precaution, pos¬ 
sible had been taken for the safety of 
the anonymous passenger. 

John O'Donnell was still “on the Job.” 
He had an idea. "They’ll ^e sending him 
abroad." “Where to?’’ “Most likely Aus¬ 
tralia." So he watched every ship bound 
south. At last his patience was rewarded. 
James Carey, dressed in the height of 
fashion—-silk hat, kid gloves, care-free, 
prosperity had evidently come to him. 
The liner was due to sail in a couple of 
hours, so O’Donnell had ample time to 
visit the office and secure a steerage 
berth. 

Having done so, he went on board and 
made himself comfortable. When the 
ship sailed Carey was traveling first 
cabin, and of course there was no likeli- 
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hood of their meeting till they got to 
Australia, and then—O'Donnell thought 
and then-! 

In the meantime, when they were well 
out to set, the captain opened the sealed 
orders. He was directed to put in at 
Capetown, without letting anyone know 
previously, send his passenger ashore 
in a boat, and proceed on his voyage. 

As the ship slowed down and O'Dbnnell 
saw preparations being made to lower a 
boat, he came forward on the deck of 
the ship, and to his Intense disappoint¬ 
ment he %aw his victim about to escape. 
Before Carey could step off the deck 
O’Donnell got him—James Carey was 
dead—no more would he consign his 
partners to the hangman. 

O’Donnell was promptly seized and 
sent ashore with the body of* his victim. 
He was tried—made no defence—said he 
was only doing away with a traitor who 
had murdered three of his pais and was 
proud of having avenged them. 6o they 
hanged him. There were no more In¬ 
vincible*—all wiped out. 

All this happened fifty-six years ago. 
None of th* political parties of that day 
had-anything to do with this murder 
gang, but that-was a thing which It was 
very hard to convince the English public 
of. and peaceful solutions of the Irish 
question which were then pending met 
with failure. However, we will not allude 
to the troublous time through which 
Old Ireland has passed since then; let us 
rather rejoice that a peaceful solution 
has been found for the troubles of the 
Emerald Isle-

thing we settled it last night," said he. I 
looked at Hussey and we both laughed. I 
turned to the others and asked, didn’t they 
hear the judge’s charge: we can’t find him 
guilty unless he has been proved to be a 
member of the Invinclbles, and there isn’t 
one bit of evidence that he was. Hussey 
backed me up. so “Not Guilty" was written 
on the issue paper and we returned to the 
box and handed down the slip, which was 
passed on to the judge. “Oentlemen, you 
find the prisoner Not Ouilty. Mr Sheriff,- 
the prisoner will remain in custody, and 
next week will be tried on the charge of 
being accessory after the fact’.’* 

The sheriff looked up and cast his eye 
along the row. He looked hard at me and 
gave me a very sorrowful inclination of 
his head. Evidently he had expected a 
different verdict. I felt that our finding 
was strictly in accordance with the evi¬ 
dence and also in accord with, the first 
principles of British Justice, viz., that a 
man is innocent until he is proved guilty. 

Subsequently the poor old cabdriver was 
convicted of being "accessory after the 
fact" and got “life.” He was released 
after serving twenty years and ended his 
life at a great age in the city of New York. 

In Brady's Case 

I N Joe Brady’s case, there could not pos¬ 
sibly be any defence, so the counsel who 
had been assigned to him could only ap¬ 
peal for mency on the grounds that these 
unfortunate ignorant peasant* had been 
led astray by this fanatic, the informer, 
James Carey, an educated man who 
played upon their feelings as Irishmen 
who fought for the freedom of their 
country. 

The judge in charging the Jury merely 
told them. “You have heard the evi¬ 
dence. You are sworn to return a verdict 
according to such evidence." The Jury 
retired and very shortly returned with 
a verdict of “Ouilty." 

Th* judge directed the prisoner to 
stand up, put on the black cap and ad¬ 
dressed him: “Joseph Brady, you have 
been tried Uy a Jury of your fellow coun¬ 
trymen and found guilty of taking the 
lives of two of your fellow creatures with¬ 
out any cause or provocation, it is now my 
painful duty to pronounce up?n you the 
sentence which the law Imposes in such 
case, namely, that you, Joseph Brady, be 
returned to your place of confinement, 
to be led forth on Thursday, the 
(I don’t remember the exact date) to 
the place of execution at Kilmalnham and 
there hanged by the neck until you are 
dead, and may the Lord have mercy on 
your soul." 

The court was crowded* to suffocation 
—while the Judge was passing sentence the 
utmost silence prevailed—as soon as he 
had concluded and the prisoner had dis¬ 
appeared down the back stairs, a low 
growl seemed to go through the crowd., 
A number of constables who had been 
scattered through the court house formed 
up around Informer Carey—a bodyguard 
who escorted him back to the gaol wher^ 
he was kept for safety. 

The trial of Brady s partner was merely 
a second edition of his own—same evi¬ 
dence and same verdict and sentence. 

Then came Reilly, the oQtside car driver 
who waited for the two knife men at the 
corner of the road leading south about 
100 yards beyond the scene of the murder 
and drove them out of the park by the 
Knockmaroon Oate. where the three 
were to separate, which they did. Reilly, 
who worked by the week, had a suspicion 
that the police were watching him. and 
determined to get rid of the horse and 
car. Carey had given him the tip what 
to do—turn the horse loose and pitch the 
cart harness into that deep water just 
below Knockmaroon. So he did, and pos¬ 
ing as a lad looking for a job, made his 
'way back to his den 

James Carey had it all cut and dried

dissolving celluloid from old car curtains 
or film negatives in commercial acetone 
until the solution is thick and gummy. 

The model’s frame or fuselage is built 
up from hollow bulkheads, notched to 
take the long longitudinal members called 
longerons. The cross sectional shape 
of these fuselages varies greatly, as some 
builders favor the box-like or rectangular 
type, while others favor the circular or 
elliptical shape. All fuselages must be 
well braced in construction before being 
covered, with thin tissue paper because 
of the high torque or twist set up by the 
rubber motor which passes through the 
centre of the fuselage. If any twist 
should occur in the fuselage, the tall as¬ 
sembly will be twisted out of line with th* 
wing, which will set up unstable char¬ 
acteristics in flight. Let us go over some 
of the factors to be considered by a boy 
in designing and building his “Wake¬ 
field" model, a contest which is one of the 
outstanding events in international com¬ 
petition. Standard rules and regula¬ 
tions are set down and the boy’s success 
in this event depends largely upon his 
aeronautical knowledge as well as his 
craft ability, two important factors lead¬ 
ing to success in a competition of this 
type. All parts of the plane must be 
made by the boy himself and three 
specific rules are that the wing must be 
between one hundred and ninety and two 
hundred and ten square inches in area, 
the weight of the model at least eight 
ounces, and that the area at the maxi-* 
mum girth of the fuselage must at least 
be equal to the total length of the 
fuselage squared divided by one hundred. 
Therefore, the boy who can design and 
build the most efficient ship, keeping 
these restrictions in mind, will un¬ 
doubtedly win the contest. 

Wing Designing 

F ACTORS to be considered in designing 
a wing have been mentioned, and the 
factors to be considered in designing the 
body we will outline briefly. The ellipti¬ 
cal shape of fuselage is the most difficult 
to build, but its streamlined shape, is a 
point of efficiency that must not be' dis¬ 
regarded. The thrust line (position of 
the elastic motor > should be placed high 
and the centre of gravity of the fuselage 
kept low to produce spiral stability when 
the plane is in flight. The advanced stu¬ 
dent will employ monocouque construction 
into this fuselage, which means that the 
outer surface will be planked with one- 
sixty-fourth-inch-thick balsa Instead of 
covering it with paper, and thus the whole 
skin surface of the body will help to hold 
and prevent the fuselage twisting under 
the strain of twenty-four strands of one- 
eighth-inch-wide rubber wound into one 
thousand snarling, twisting turns Here, 
then, is a Wakefield model which must 
weigh eight ounces when completed, have 
two hundred square inches of wing area, 
have the thrust line hi^h and the centre 
of gravity low, and the wing mounting in 
correct relation to this centre of gravity 
The stabilizer and fin at the back, and 
the landing gear and propeller in front, all 
are factors that will change the centre of 
gravity in the fuselage when the plane 1* 
completed If the builder is not careful to 
apply his knowledge of moments of forces 
which is an application of mechanics. For 
indoor contests the planes are built so 
light and fini that they weigh, complete 
and ready to fly. one-sixteenth of an 
ounce. An indoor stick model will only 
weigh thirteen-hundredths of an ounce 
reydy to fly, and yet the model will take 
as many as twenty-four hundred turns of 
one - thirty - second - inch - wide rubber, 
showing that the boy must build with 
these two factors always present, strength 
with lightness These indoor models are 
not covered with paper, but with micro¬ 


film, a covering so fine it appears as 
though the ship is encased in a soap bub¬ 
ble. The development of microfilm for 
covering model aeroplane wings is an out¬ 
standing characteristic of indoor building. 


Making Lacquer 


M icrofilm i* a solution composed of 
clear lacquer with the right amount 
of castor oil or tricresyl phosphate added. 
The last two mentioned products are called 
plasticisers, and are used to give the film 
flexibility. Best results are obtained by 
purchasing the microfilm ready-made* 
from a model supply house. To make the 
microfilm sheet is a delicate operation and 
it is done by placing a hoop of wire (your 
father’s best wire coat hanger can be 
bent into a perfect hoop if you are unable 
to locate some heavy wire) in a shallow 
tank of water or in the bathtub. A few 
drops of microfilm are put onto the surface 
of the water and it spreads or runs much 
like oil would do. After a minute or two 
the hoop is carefully raised until it en¬ 
gages the microfilm sheet floating on the 
surface of the water. 

Contests 

^COMPETITION is of utmost importance 
^ ln model aeroplane work as it gives 
the boy an opportunity to study his own 
as well as other competitor’s machines in 
active flight. That is one of the reasons 
why the Victoria League encourages regu¬ 
lar meets and competitions. On Sunday 
May 22. at the Willows Park, the builders 
of Victoria will meet in one of these trials 
from 1 p.m. till 5 p m On 8unday, June 
26, at the WUlows Park, will be held the 
city championships. At this meet will be 
classes for the seniors, boys 16 years and 
over, Juniors, boys under 16 years, and 
novices, boys who have not competed be¬ 
fore. The classes of machines to be flown 
will be Wakefield, weighted stick, flying 
scale, cabin, tow line and hand launched 
gliders Th* flying will be from 10 a m. 
until 5 p.m. The public are cordially in¬ 
vited to attend these meets. 

Whit of Hie Future? 

npHERE is no question in the minds of 
* people in authority that this mode of 
training the youth of today is of the 
greatest benefit to the country and the 
coming generations. It is for this reason 
we feel that in a city the size of Victoria 
there should be at leaft five hundred boys 
interested in this wort here. It has been 
suggested that each school should sponsor 
a model aeroplane club. Such clubs would 
not be considered one of the classes of the 
school but rather that th* membership in 
the club be entirely voluntary on the part 
of the boys, that their meetings would be 
held after school hours, and that they 
would elect their own officers to regulate 
those meetings. The school in turn would 
supply a room in which the meetings could 
be held and one of the teachers would act 
as a Big Brother to the club, assisting in 
securing instructors, arranging contests 
with other school clubs, etc. If such a 
plan was followed, we would have within 
five years in the city of Victoria several 
thousand young men who would be thor¬ 
oughly familiar wtth aeronautics, nnd 
thereby be a great asset both to Canada 
and the Empire, either in a commercial or 
military way. 

One of the new things in the vegetable 
garden is a bush pumpkin.

HMMMM 

T HERE are hllla an<J hills. 8 ome of 
them are mere elevations of the 
land, grass-covered to the summit 
and malting little more demand upon the 
rambler than an ordinary country road. 
Others have forests on their sides that are 
dense enough to keep ddwn the shrubbery 
and allow a passage upward In the cool 
rhade of their green aisles. There are 
those that stand up above the dark woods 
like the bones of the earth with no vegita- 
tion on their crests except In their crev¬ 
ices and gullies. Again, some barely ex¬ 
trude their heads from the enclrdllng 
rhagginess that clothes their flanks and 
shoulders. The last are represented In 
the area west of the' upper waters of the 
Ooldstream, but It Is the third class that 
Is most characteristic and gives to the 
scenery Its chief appeal. 

In these craggy wilds, “so sublime in’* , t6 
their “barrenness.” we seem to come face 
t^ face with the sterner aspects of Nature, 
and although we know that the processes 
at work have been so slow as to be almost 
Inappreciable in the time-span of a gen¬ 
eration, yet it is hard to rid ourselves of 
the feeling of our forefathers that some 
huge and even satanic hand has been at 
work, grinding and gashing and gouging 
the rock-substance of the earth's founda¬ 
tions. Here to the eye and brain, quick¬ 
ened in their activity and mutual re¬ 
sponse by the exhilarating air and exer¬ 
cise. stimulations arise on every hand. We 
seem to renew on a larger scale our child¬ 
hood and It* mbod of Inquiry: 

'Those obstinate questionings 
Of sense and outward things . • • 
Blank misgivings of a Creature 
Moving about in worlds not realized.” 

The rocks so bare, marked externally 
snd internally with their various history, 
their fluid origin and their tempestuous 
handling, suggest to us not only that suc¬ 
cession of evenU we call geologic time, but 
something beyond time and even space. 

We may write no verses, but the poetical 
feeling Is stirred when we stand in the 
lonely places above the world's business. 

“Our noisy years seem moments In 
the being 

Of the eternal Silence.” 

Fleeting as such feelings must Inevitably 
be. they are none the less real and their 
power is not to be measured by their pe¬ 
riod of duration. 

On Spring Days 

O N one of our beautiful 8 pring days 
when the sky was a cloudless blue 
and the wind came fresh from the Paci¬ 
fic Ocean, I set out with one of my sons 
to climb the great wall of pinkish grey 
rock that parallels the southwest coast 
ol the Island beginning not far from the 
head of Sooke Bay. It is without the most 
prominent feature of the landscape for 
two or three miles along the Jordan River 
Road west of 8 ooke. Powerfully attracted 
by Its ramparts the first time I saw it, 
many years elapsed before I was able to 
fulfil my wish. This recent ascent was the 
third and I still feel unsatisfied: in the 
old words. 

“I have been there and still would go ” 

We crossed Demanlel Creak and its little 
tributary burn and followed the trail to 
the rock with the white fawn-lilies I des¬ 
cribed a fortnight ago. There we turned 
abruptly downhill to the left and followed 
the bottom of the gully between the two 
precipitous walls. In the Winter this Is

evidently a watercourse, and late as It was 
we had to pick our way through mud and 
water between the alders and salmonberry 
bushes. At the foot of the cliff on the 
right lie tons of rock broken from Its face 
by the disintegrating forces of weathering, 
aided no doubt to some extent by the 
roots of shrubs and trees and operating 
along a system of Joint fissures. The huge 
angular blocks piled one upon another 
have left Interstices between them In 
which man or beast could, on occasion, 
find concealment. Clusters of sword- 
fern break the fantastic harshness of the 
scene and the glowing crimson of the 
flowering-currant adds its cheerful 
beauty. •* 

The Yellow Violets 

W E pursue our course downward, often 
stepping among the yellow violets 
and the blossoms of the strawberry, until 
at last the trail brings us out on a comer 
of the broad alluvial plain In which, 
further off, lie Lakes Mackenzie and 
Young. Looking at it from the top of a 
hill as I did a day or two before, it looked 
like one of those bottom-land tracts that 
are noted for their fertility, and I won¬ 
dered no use had been made of it since 
it was logged off some years ago. When, 
however, we entered upon It and traversed 
the old logging road, the reason became 
only too plain, for everywhere we saw 
about us nothing but coarse water-worn 
pebbles, the evident product of the hills 
above us whose streams, mountain-tor¬ 
rents In Winter, had for centuries been 
transporting this coarse debris down their 
steeply Inclined beds. 

We come at last to one of the old farms 
of the district, with a picturesque log- 
house and out-bulldlngs standing where 
plain and hillside meet. Here a small 
area of arable bottom-land lies fallow, 
and a pile of reddish sawdust marks the 
site of an old mill. From the farm we 
start up the range of hills. Our first 


business Is to tackle the belt of trees along 
the base. Seen from a distance the belt 
successfully conceals the difficulties of the 
way. The first of these is, however, of no 
special Importance In itself. It consists 
of the small hills that lie between the 
plain and the main ridge. They are a 
common feature, and the climber is often 
deceived by them, thinking that he has 
made more pr<%ress than he really has. 
for every ascent In these lower hills means 
a descent on the farther side. They par- 
allell to the main ridge, consisting of 
minor ridges with intervening valleys. The 
second difficulty we found a much more 
serious one. AS Is well known, the hills of 
Sooke In the vicinity of the settlement 
have year by year been Increasingly in¬ 
vaded and smothered by broom. Thus one 
tiill above 800 ke Bay Is known as Broom 
Hill, Its older name of Muir Mountain hav¬ 
ing been transferred by the geographical 
board to the much higher elevation form¬ 
erly called Big Mountain. 81nce I last 
climbed this range some eight years ago 
the broom has made a very successful at¬ 
tack on the lower hills, confining Itself 
to the forest-covered portions where It 
could alone find a sufficiency of soil. 
Formerly there was none or at least a 
quite negligible quantity, but today that 
condition Is quite changed. 

In Dense Growth 

W E find ourselves almost Immediately 
struggling with a dense growth of 
this persistent alien, and the struggling Is 
made worse by the fact that the Winter 
snow has laid the great bushes down-hill 
and we have thus to come up against re¬ 
cumbent masses whose power of resis¬ 
tance is increased by the amount of dead 
material among them. It reminded me of 
some hours spent In traversing a belt of 
scrub oak chaparral in the 8 anta Crus 
Mountains, most of the time spent In that 
prone position that Is peculiarly the lot 
of the serpent. Mix the tough stems of 


the broom with the prickly runners of the 
blackberry and you have a very excellent 
entanglement, calculated to keep your at¬ 
tention off all other objects of natural his¬ 
tory, animate or Inanimate. However, the 
broom chaparral gradually thins out and 
soon we have left the worst behind. Ahead 
of us rise the steeply sloping, treeless 
rocks, their sides cut vertically by little 
channels down which the drainage of the 
summit surface flows and by horizontal 
bands that mark faintly the position of 
the successive lava-flows. 

It Is delightful to get out In the open 
and to be able to progress without hin¬ 
drance from one point to another; to 
breathe the fresh air coming In on the 
westerly wind from the vast oceanic ex¬ 
panse; and to see at once the valley below 
us receding and the distant view becom¬ 
ing more and more extensive. 80 tempt¬ 
ing indeed is the view that again and 
again we stop to enjoy the landscape. 
This Is not the only thing that slackens 
our speed On every side in spite of the 
apparent barrenness of the hillside as seen 
from a distance are flowers and ferns, 
mosses and lichens, to distract us from 
the business In hand. Every crevice has 
its private garden; every ledge its flower- 
bestowed meadow. Late as the 8 prlng Is 
up on these wtof^upt heights there are 
saxifrages ^HfriiV-cups, blue violets 
and yella#^ mim uluses and sandworts, 
bltter-cimses and Indian-paint-brushes 
to catcl^the eye; and Imbricated sword- 
cliff-brake add their fronded 
Birds and Insects are curi- 
ent or inconspicuous. 

Little Streams 

O NE of the chief beauties of these up¬ 
per slopes is the little streams that 
come down from the broad summit. We 
have rather a poverty of names in Can¬ 
ada for running water. In an old copy 
of a guide to the English Lakes I find 


under the name “beck” signifying a 
stream or brook, a quotation from an early 
seventeenth-century poem by Michael 
Drayton entitled “Polyolblon. or a Choro- 
graphical Description of All tHe Tracts. 
Rivers and Mountains of Oreat Britain.” 
this line. 

“The bournes, the brooks, the becks, 
the rivulets.” 

These are all designations of small 
streams, and he might have added an¬ 
other Lakeland term, “sykes.” However, 
these we see today are perhaps best des¬ 
cribed as “rills” after Milton’s use in the 
last song of the Attendant Spirit In 
“Com us”: 

■ "A thousand petty rills 
That tumble down the snowy hills.” 
Here they come dropping down from one 
mossy ledge to another, staying their 
course here and there in little pools 
scarcely larger than an ordinary hgsln, 
where we taste the purest, sweetest water 
Imaginable, cold without Iciness. The little 
Indentations of the ridge’s crest by which 
they come downwards are made along the 
lines of weakness in the rocks to which 
I have already referred. 

We have come up the steepest part of 
the rock face. The curious thing Is that 
what appears in the distance to be an 
almost perpendicular wall of rock turns 
out to be just pleasant scrambling. The 
summit is today thickly covered with 
young timber, largely lodgepole pine. 
Eight years ago It was comparatively open 
and my companion, on that occasion, and 
I roamed about for two or three hours 
among the rock ledges and swamps. But 
that Is now a thing of the past 80 we 
skirt the edge of the young forest, crossing 
the rills Just where they<Vtart on their 
downward way In good earnest. 80 we go 
about three-quarters of a mile east, and 
after crossing a trench-like gully filled 
also with pines we come out on the south¬ 
east comer where the ridge drops away 
with lofty cliffs to a deep valley extend- 


the contracted colors are purple-blue and 
mAuvtsh white. Not even on Mount Doug¬ 
las have I seen a more charming display 
of this little annual, brilliant In its color- , 
ation, and forming dense masses of plants 
from three to four Inches high. It took 
a closer investigation of other grassy 
places to reveal a tiny variety dt valeri- 
anella, not our brilliant pink sea-blush, 
but a plant with much paler, mauvlsh 
flowers, and only about two inches high 
and a very diminutive pink phlox. Then 
the sea-blush Itself was Just presented 
with the scarlet paint-brush and the lit¬ 
tle mlmulus and the deadly sygadene or 
poison camass with its unpleasant-smell¬ 
ing flowers of creamy white. Altogether a 
very delightful wild garden combining 
rock and pastoral slope. 

On our return we decided to strike 
across to the broad Indentation or corrie- 
like hollow that cuts back Into Bluff 
Mountain Just west of where we came up, 
hoping thereby to avoid the broom pest. 
The heavy growth of young timber and 
the Irregularity of surface, sometimes a_ 
high knoll of rock, sometimes a water- 
filled swamp, and above all the shortness 
of time at our disposal, kept us from go¬ 
ing far In; but at length we came out at 
a point which gave us a good descent 
along the side of the corrie. It was quite 
easy going and we had the pleasure of 
seeing some new flowering plants, notably 
the few-flowered dodecatheon or shoot¬ 
ing-star with its deep red flowers and 
orange tube and the ever-welcome pink 
lady’s-slipper growing In the open. When 
we reached the bottom of the recess we 
found ourselves by one of the tributaries 
of the Demanlel, here a charming little 
burn hastening down its steep and rocky 
bed. It was a beautiful sight with its 
border of vivid greens, ity mossy boulders, 
and Its own sparkling and bubbling waters 
and its low music. Bui “pleasures are 
like popples spread,” and hard work lay 
ahead of us. For half an hour we were 
compelled to battle not with broom, but 
With salal and salmonberry canes and 




ing from the Demanlel Creek basin to the \ blackberry runners, scrambling through 


valley of the Sooke In a north and north¬ 
east direction. Below us the precipitous 
wall extends six hundred feet We are at 
an elevation of eleven hundred. This 
corner of Bluff Mountain Is the southeast¬ 
erly extremity of the high ridge, which at 
the west end rises to Just over twenty- 
three hundred feet In Muir Mountain, 
while Bluff itself slopes gradually upwards 
to a mixlmum of nineteen hundred feet 
near the summit of its neighbor. Across 
the valley rises a great area of almost bare 
rocky upland, and this extends through 
to the 8 ooke Valley. Our seaward view 
extends from Point No Point in the west 
round the southwest coast of the Island 
to Sooke Harbor and Basin and the Met- 
chotin Hills. The long line of the Olym¬ 
pics Is rather dimmed by haze, but we see 
its snows and the projecting mass of Clal¬ 
lam Peninsula. 

Grauy Slopes 

A FTER lunching In a hollow among 
the rocks where we get the sun and 
as little of the bfteze as possible, we stroll 
down on the grassy slopes Just below our 
corner. Here we meet for the first time 
on our scramble the sweet little blue- 
•yed-Mary, which literally covers these 
gentle Inclinations with sheets of blue. 
As we pass from one bed to another we 
notice how some of the plants bear flow¬ 
ers of pur* blue and white while In others 


what seemed impervious thickets and up 
and down walls of rock where all seemed 
pleasant shrubbery and woods at a dis¬ 
tance. But It was even at Its worst de¬ 
cidedly better than the broom chaparral. 

Through It all we could hear more 
loudly than ever the voice of the stream, 
though we saw only once the rocky places 
over which it tumbled. At last we dropped 
down from a final ridge to the pebbly 
flat we crossed in the morning. Here It 
was a labyrinth of pools which seemed to 
mark out the course of streams that had 
disappeared beneath the debris they had 
carried and whose waters flowed unseen 
below us. At last we came to our logging 
road and so to the trail. We were again 
on the lowland though some three hun¬ 
dred feet above the sea, where at the close 
of the glacial period the sea washed the 
base of the great ridge whose side we 
had ascended; and we had climbed to 
that ancient land surface which before 
the glacial age had been worn down by 
the potent influences of air and water 
and of which obvious remnants- remain 
In the many broad-topped elevations that 
He from a thousand to two thousand feet 
above the Intervening valleys. 

“The hills are shadows, and they flow 

From form to form, and nothing 
stands; 

They melt like mist, ths solid lands.

“As 1 Was Going Down Sackville Street,” 

by Oliver 8 . Oogarty. Combination of 
memoirs, commentary on persons and the 
literary life of Dublin, and voyages of ex¬ 
ploration into Irish and English life in 
general.

“Men, Women and Tenon,” by Frances 
Alda. For more than twenty years 
Madame Alda was one of the Metropol- 
itan's stars, the friend and colleague of 
Toscanini. Caruso. Mary Garden and 
others. She married Oatti-Casazza and 
knew something of the managing side of 
grand opera as well as the artistic side. 
Her book la autobiographical in part, in 
part a collection of anecdotes of others. 
Madame Alda sets down her memories 
and opinions, her likes and. even more, 
her dislikes with immense zest. The pic¬ 
ture given of Madame Marchesl. the 
glimpse of Patti in her old age. the rec¬ 
ord of long association with Toscanini, 
with Caruso, with Oatti-Casazza, and the 
glimpses of Mary Garden are charming, 
and many shrewd observations on opera 
and the singers career repay careful 
reading Madame Alda’s book is highly 
readable and entertaining and also has 
value in the contrast it sets up between a 
closing chapter In operaUc history and 
whatever Is with us now or may come 
next. “It’s the absence of caution that 
makes her book rare stuff for those who 
like frank talk from a colorful woman 
1 who has seen, heard and remembered 


things that opera singers don’t usually 
Include in their memoirs.” 


“bumming L'p,” by W. Somerset Maug¬ 
ham. In the opening sentence of this book 
we are told that It is neither a book of rec¬ 
ollections nor an autobiography. Mr. 
Maugham goes on to state what he Is 
later to elaborate—that he has used in 
his earlier writings whatever has hap¬ 
pened to him in the course of his life, and 
that he is now “sorting out” his thoughts 
on the subjects that have furnished his 
chief Interests. The thoughts of which 
Mr. Maugham writes may be grouped un¬ 
der these headings: HIS life, which intro¬ 
duced him early to the literature of the 
continent; his writings, of twhlch the list 
of titles fills a page, his alms as an

“Testament of Caliban.” by David Ed- 
strom. Autobiography of a celebrated 
Swedish - American sculptor, describing 
his childhood In 8 weden, his immigration 
to the United 8 tates, his efforts to be¬ 
come a farmer, then a minister, return 
to Sweden to study art. and his slow climb 
to fame. There Are glimpses of some of 
the famous people he has known: Max 
Nordau, Gertrude 8 tein and Matisse 
among them. The simple and direct writ¬ 
ing often tells of troubled incident. Some 
of the best chapters Are those dealing 
with early years In 8 weden and Iowa. Mr. 
Edstrom has brought to the pages of his 
autobiography material that compels In¬ 
terest 


“Victorian England,” by Oeorge Malcolm 
Young. The last chapter of “Early Vic¬ 
torian England,” which was edited by Mr. 
Young, has been revised and extended to 
cover the whole of the reign of Queen 
Victoria. This book may be called an 
essay on the fundamental characteristics 
of the time. It Is remarkable alike for Its 
concision and its comprehensiveness. It 
covers public health and private morals, 
education and agriculture, art and eco¬ 
nomics.

H OSTILE Indians made trouble for 
the white settlers of Vancouver 
Island upon many occasions In the 
60 s. But for the presence of Royal Naval 
gunboats at Esquimau, ready to protect 
life and property, farming and other pur¬ 
suits would have been hazardous under¬ 
takings. 

A particularly brutal Indian murder 
took place In April, 1863, on one of the 
Oulf Islands. 

Bound from Victoria to Nanaimo on 
April 8 of that year, the helmsman of the 
sloop Alarm sighted a small canoe off 
Cadboro Bay. The occupant waved a 
paddle and shouted “Help me” In a 
hoarse voice. Shifting her course, the 
Alarm soon arrived alongside and found 
the man was John Kendall, a resident of 
Victoria. 

Revived with a drink of spirits, Kendall 
told those aboard that he left Victoria 
accompanied by Michael Brady on April 
6 to cut hay on 8 all*prlng Island. They 
encountered several Cowlchan Indians 
and a squaw, who suggested that the 
white men camp with them for the night 
on a small Island. The natives, who spoke 
broken English, professed to be friendly. 

Arriving at the Island, the party cooked 
dried fish and flapjacks, dark they 
bedded down for the night, close to a fire 
of driftwood. ^ ..t, 

f... '•>' 

Shot by Indisns 

K ENDALL was awakened at daybreak 
by the thunderous report of a muzzle¬ 
loading musket In the hands of one of the 
savages. A second shot shattered the still 
morning air. Brady was shot through the 
left arm arid groin. Before Kendall could 
rise to his feet, a bullet penetrated his 
thigh Arising with considerable diffi¬ 
culty, he felled an Indian. He attempted 
to wrest a musket from one of his assail¬ 
ants. but the squaw set upon him with a 
knife and Inflicted terrible head wounds. 

Leaving the wounded men In agonizing 
pain, the savages hastily fled in their 
canoe. Brady died the next day. Kendall 


managed to crawl Into a canoe and signal 
the schooner Alarm. 

A passenger on the Alarm paddled the 
canoe to Cadboro Bay and summoned 
assistance from the farm of John Tod. 
Kendall was taken ashore and made com¬ 
fortable until the arrival of Doctors 
Haggln and Zelner. Police conveyed him 
to a hospital for treatment. They pro¬ 
ceeded to the Island upon which the 
murder took place, but were unable to find 
Brady’s body. They picked up two mus¬ 
kets, shot pouches and powder flasks 
abandoned by the murderers in their 
flight. 

HM 8 . gunboat Forward left Esquimalt 
in command of Lieut.-Commander the 
Hon. H. D. Lascelles on April lg to bring 
back Brady’s body and search for the 
murderers. An unconfirmed report was 
received the same day that an elderly 
German and his daughter had been slain 
by Indians on another Island. 

Government Order 

R EV. A. C. Oarrett arrived from Cowl- 
chan shortly before the war vessel 
departed. He had heard of the murder, 
but did not believe the culprits were at 
Cowlchan with other members of their 
tribe. 

On April 23 a brief message received 
from Up-Island stated that Indians tried 
to take the schooner Alpha. Her captain 
had previously transported a savage to 
Victoria for trial on a criminal charge, 
and it was believed his friends sought 
reprisal. The message related that the 
vessel’s master showed arms and suc¬ 
ceeded In frightening off his assailants. 

Two days later five Cowlchan Indians 
arrived at Victoria with a tale that a 
squad of men frqpa HUB. Forward landed 
and destroyed a native village. Three 
other savages camped near Saltsprlng 
Island said they heard twenty reports of 
cannon about three miles distant and be¬ 
lieved another village was being de¬ 
molished 

Information received at Esquimalt from 
ths Forward's commander on April 2ft 


stated that a tribe of Indians had been 
engaged In a battle at Kuper Island. 
Eight Indians were killed. A seventeen- 
year-old seaman was slain and another 
seriously wounded In the affray. 

Indians Prepared > 

T HE brief report related that the In¬ 
dians fired upon the war vessel 
from behind a heavlly-bullt stockade. 
They were well equipped with powder 
and shot, but they did not take Into 
account the fact that the Forward's 
cannon were loaded with death-deal¬ 
ing round shot, grape and canister. . After 
eight Indians lost their lives, the re¬ 
mainder retreated In haste to the woods. 
The stockade and a number of huts were 
demolished. A landing party arrested two 
Indians who were believed to have taken 
part in the murder of Brady and the 
wounding of Kendall. 

Arrival of Capt. McCullough on April 26 
cleared up the report that savages at¬ 
tempted to take the schooner Alpha. The 
captain recalled that twelve Cape Mudge 
Indians came alongside his vessel in a large 
war canoe. They were heavily armed 
with knives, axes and ten muskets. 

The spokesman angrily asked McCul¬ 
lough if he had been responsible for trans¬ 
porting a tribesman to Jail: He answered 
in the affirmative. The Indian then an¬ 
nounced the intention of the party to 
shoot the white man. 

Hastily seising a revolver, the captain 
ordered the crew to arm themselves. 8 oon 
rifles wers trained upon the menacing 
natives. The situation was tense. Each 
party waited for the other to Are the first 
shot. Another schooner hove in sight, 
snd the Indians slowly paddled off. 

Brady's body was located by the For¬ 
ward on May 3 and given a decent burial 
on the island upon which be met death 
By that time four Indian prisoners had 
been rounded up as murder suspects. 
They were Kai-suk, Swayn-abya, Thask 
and Sta-lem. The youngest of ths prison¬ 
ers confessed that he fired the shots that 
took Brady's Hie, and that his father and 
mother assisted In the murder. 

The Forward arrived at Esquimalt with 
the four prisoners on May ft. They were 
formally charged with murder.

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Budgets and Business

Parliament Busy—Comments on the Budget—British Foreign Policy — Labor's Problems — Non-Intervention — Unemployment—Church Union ■* 


L ONDON (By Mail)—The Times once 
complained that no late than eight 
long and important Government 
report* had been tabled on a single eve¬ 
ning In the House of Commons. Its own 
resource*, it said, had been equal to the 
occasion—adequate synopses of all of 
them appeared in its columns next morn¬ 
ing—but it was hardly fair to test it and 
iU readers so severely. 

One feels that the week with which 
this letter deals has been similarly some¬ 
what overcrowded with events. On Mon¬ 
day we had the signing of the agreement 
between Oreat Britain and lire, and the 
country was rather startled for a moment 
to learn that British rights in the naval 
b ases at Berehaven and Lough Swilly had 
been surrendered. On second thoughts, 
however, it was recognised that the bases 
would be of little use in an unfriendly 
Ireland and that this country had every¬ 
thing to gain by an agreement under 
which a mutual policy of defence can be 
worked out As The Dally Telegraph 
said: 

“It was, perhaps, not easy for the peo¬ 
ple of Oreat Britain to realise how deeply 
the retention of the harbors offended 
Irish sensibility ... By a large part 
of the Irish people the Existence of Brit¬ 
ish rights in the harbors was felt as a 
survival of British ‘occupation’ and as a 
limitation of Irish freedom.’’ 

It has not escaped notice that the son 
of the statesman who fought against 
Home Rule la Gladstone's day signed for 
Oreat Britain. 

• • • • • 

On Tuesday came the budget. All 
budgets have their surprises and this one 
had two, which, like Mr. Bernard Shaw’s 
early plays, might be classified as “pleas¬ 
ant” and “unpleasant.” The latter, of 
course, was the addition to the income 
tax; the former the announcement that 
the Oovemment was storing emergency 
stocks of wheat, whale oil and sugar. 

Among the few people who knew what 
was going on behind the scenes there 
must have been some quiet amusement 
over the recent drive to get the Govern¬ 
ment to do exactly what it was doing. 

“Bug end store wheat,” Mr. Clynes and 
Sir Arthur Balter had Implored. 

“I can now state that about 1 , 000,000 
ions of wheat have been purchased for 
the Oovemment,” Blr John Simon told 
the House. Jf * 

Later in the week it was learned that 
elaborate food control plans had been 
prepared In case of war. There are to 
be no food-queues next time. Within a 
few hours of war being declared normal 
trading will cease and controllers will 
take charge, who will stop speculation, 
prevent profiteering, keep prices at nor¬ 
mal levels and direct distribution. 

Full details of what has been accom¬ 
plished are not given, but it would not 
be surprised to learn that one’s own ra¬ 
tion card, like one’s own gas mask, was 
stored away somewhere in readiness for 
one when needed. 

French Discussions 

fHILI the country was digesting this 
information the French Prime Min¬ 
ister and Foreign Secretary arrived in 
London for a conference with their op¬ 
posite numbers here. On the first day 
they all talked continuously for seven 
house and the conversations were con¬ 
tinued on the second day. after the vis¬ 
itors had spent the night at Windsor. 
Nothing very definite was said as to what 
had been accomplished, but as one cor¬ 
respondent put It, the entente had be¬ 
come more cordial than ever. 

Public interest at the moment, however, 
was concentrated on the news that in 
about three years hoUdays-with-pay wlU 
probably be the law of the land. The 
Oovemment committee am holidays had 
reported and had recommended an an¬ 
nual holiday of at least one working 
week for industrial and kindred workers 
to the number of about 10 , 000 , 000 . 

It was suggested that there be a pro¬ 
bationary period of two or three years, 
and that legislation of a compulsory na¬ 
ture should be passed in the 1040-41 ses¬ 
sion. % 

Other points taken up were a fixed 
Easter early in AprU and co-ordination 
under Oovemment direction of holiday 
arrangements so as to spread traffic and 
accommodation demands more evenly. 

The findings were unanimous, and as 
the Oovemment has since intimated that 
it will accept the report, action may be 
expected. * 

• • • « • 

On top of all this the Oovemment an¬ 
nounced a great expansion of the Royal 
Air Force, and the week wound up with 
the closing of the football season and the 
opening of the cricket season. Millions 
of people attended the game at Wembly 
by radio and heard Preston North End 
win the Association Football Cup, defeat¬ 
ing Huddersfield by a penalty goal, the 
only goal scored, thirty seconds before the 
whistle blew at the end of an extra half 
hour of play. 

During the interval the listeners had 
the pleasure of being swltct^d over to 
Worcester, where the Australians were 
taking the field against the country and 
Don Bradman was Just finishing his sec¬ 
ond century. 

For listeners, again, that day ended 
with a most witty speech by Mr. Winston 
Churchill, given at the Royal Academy 
dinner. And so to bed.

Recalling the uproar last year whe 
Mr. Chamberlain proposed the Nation 9 
Defence Contribution, a tax on 
The Express thinks that Sir John Simon 
can be hounded into a withdrawal which 
no Chancellor of the Exchequer has ever 
been known to make, and which none 
could make without resigning. Mr. Cham¬ 
berlain did not withdraw the ND.C. He 
merely made some changes in response to 
intimations that these were necessary if 
the levy was to be fair all round. 

The Express objects to the proposed in¬ 
crease in taxation in toto. It declares 
that 81r John should have put another 
shilling on the surtax and increased the 
death duties 10 per cent. Or he might 
have revalued the gold stocks in the Bank 
of England, still reckoned at the old price 
of gold before the country went off the 
gold standard, or have raided the Ex¬ 
change Equalisation Fund. Anything 
rather than that extra sixpence which, 
being translated, means that the stand¬ 
ard rate of income tax has been advanced 
from 35 cents on the dollar tp 37ft. 

With the hysteria of The Express may 
be contrasted the cool, sane comment of 
The Manchester Guardian. The Quard- 
ian is a Liberal paper, but regardless of 
politics, it represents the views of the 
hard-headed north on financial and eco¬ 
nomic questions. Sir John Simon, it may 
be noted here, also belongs to the north. 
He was born in Manchester. 

“Its simplicity and severity are to be 
admired,’’ says The Guardian of the 
budget.” The financial picture the Chan¬ 
cellor presents is a desperate one and 
calls for desperate remedies. 

“We cannot have rearmament without 
tears, and with the prospect of even 
worse years to come—worse both in the 
scale of expenditure and the capacity to 
pay taxes—the Chancellor was wise not 
to resort to subterfuge, to rabbits from 
the Treasury's hat (or, if it be preferred, 
its unfailing collection of nest-eggs). We 
may need those later. 

“The Chancellor is surely right in put¬ 
ting on as much now as can be borne, 
in making us pay while we can. We shall 
have the consolation of knowing, as he 
says, that we are reducing our difficulties 
hereafter and are showing the world that 
’the country does not fail when it faces 
the burden of expenditure.’ ” 

The Ouardian thinks the increase in 
Q»e tax on tea, another 4 cents a pound, 
might have been avoided—its only criti¬ 
cism of 8 ir John's proposals. It suggests 
an increased tax on beer as an alterna¬ 
tive. It concludes. 

“Olven his disheartening task, the 
Chancellor has done well, and has not 
betrayed his Liberal traditions’'^Bir John 
belongs to the National Liberal wing of 
the Oovemment. 

Carrying the Load 

T IE organ of the Liberal Opposition, 
The News-Chronicle, takes very much 
the same line as its northern contemp¬ 
orary. It strikes its keynote in its first 
lines: 

“A schoolboy was once asked what he 
thought of his headmaster. He replied 
that he was ’a beast, but a Just beast.’ 
That will exactly express the feelings of 
the British public about Sir John 8 imon s 
budfcet” 

Like The Manchester Ouardian, The 
News-Chronicle criticises the additional 
levy on tea, which seems to have no 
friends, while also approving the principle 
that port of the burden should be nut 
on the indirect taxes borne by every efti- 
»en. But why not beer or tobacco. \t 
asks. — X 

Taken as a whole.” says the London 
paper,” the budget will come as a shock 
to the country. But the British people 
have always been Justly proud of the 
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“It Is better that we should face the 
grim realities of our position than that 
we should seek transient devices to de¬ 
lude ourselves that we can devote a stead¬ 
ily increasing proportion of our national 
resources to armaments without feeling 
the pinch.”

It has become ths custom of late years 
for ths Chancellor of the Exchequer to 
deliver two budget speeches on Budget 
Day. The first, of course, is that to the 
House of Commons. The second is spoken 
to the nation direct through the micro¬ 
phone. 

80 , in the evening, after he had ad¬ 
dressed the House for 100 minutes, 8 ir 
John 81mon talked to us all by wireless, 
reducing his proposals to their simplest 
terms and giving the essential facts in 
one-fifth the time. 1 

In brief, he said he could count on a 
revenue on the present basis of taxation 
amounting to $4,570,000,000. He proposed, 
however, to spend at least $5,170,000,000, 
of which $ 1 , 110 , 000,000 would be swal¬ 
lowed up by the social services. This left 
a deficit of $500,000,000. 

Ths Oovemment, however, had large 
borrowing powers under the Defence 
Loans Act of last year, and he proposed 
to avail himself of them to the amount 
of $450,000,000. This left $150,000,000 to 
be provided by taxation. 

The Income-tax would have to go up 
another sixpence (13 cent*), but would 
not be increased for people of small in¬ 
comes of whom there were about two 
millions (the total number of income tax 
payers is 3,500,000). Then there would be 
another penny a gallon on heavy oil and 
gasoline, and another twopence a pound 
on tea. The extra income tax would glvs 
him £33,350,000 ($111,3*0,000) and the 
other taxes rather more than the balance, 
so that he expected a small surplus of 
£353,000 ($1,760,000). 

In the course of his more amplified 
statement to the House of Commons, Sir 
John 8 tmon said: 

“I had to meditate long and anxiously 
to decide whether I should be justified 
in taking what, for the moment, would 
be the easier course of covering this 
$150,000,000 by loan money. 

“If this year stood alone, if the esti¬ 
mates so far presented for defence were 
the total of such estimates for the year, 
if we did not foresee higher maintenance 
charges in the future, another view might 
be possible. 

“But when expenditure on defence is 
mounting and will mount further, bring¬ 
ing heavier maintenance in its train, we 
must take some portion of the increase 
on our own shoulders by additional tax¬ 
ation now.” 

Quoting the words of Edmund Burke, 
uttered 164 gears ago, the Chancellor 
said: 

“ To tax and to please is no more given 
to man than to love and be wise.’ There 
are exceptions, thank goodness, to the 
rule that man cannot love wisely, but 
there are no exceptions to the rule that 
taxes are never pleasant.” 

Opposed to Policy 

»"pHE two Opposition leaders have fol- 

1 lowed the Chancellor at the micro¬ 
phone on successive evenings, and a 
member of the Government has replied 
in a final broadcast. 

Opposition criticism has been less di¬ 
rected against the provisions of the 
budget than against the foreign policy of 
the Oovemment which, it is held, has 
created the necessity for a war budget in 
time of peace. 

In the House of Commons the Labor 
members hailed gleefully the additional 
tax on tea. declaring that it would cost 
the Oovemment the Lichfield by-election 
and other by-elections after that 

Bir Archibald Sinclair, the Liberal 
leader, however, congratulated 8 lr John 
Simon on having resisted courageously 


pressure from quarters to which the Oov¬ 
emment in the past had been susceptible 
—by which he meant the City of London, 
a deputation representing financial and 
commercial interests having made strong 
representations to the Chancellor against 
any increase of taxation. 

“Foreign governments,” continued 8 ir 
Archibald, “will make a great mistake if 
they reckon on any faltering here in the 
face of burdens while there is still any 
threat from countries which use force as 
an instrument of national policy.” 

In Conservative quarters there are 
grumblings that the budget won’t help 
business. The 8 tock Exchange, however, 
took the new taxation very well. It was 
surprisingly cheerful over it and a wholly 
unexpected buying movement developed, 
which advanced the quotations for all 
descriptions of stocks and shares. 

"The fact,” says The Daily Telegraph,” 
that the first day after the budget passed 
off so happily suggests that the increase 
of si rpence in the income tax will' not 
have the damping effect which had been 
generally predicted.” 

Problem, for Labor 

T RANSPORT House is worried. Trans¬ 
port House is the headquarters of 
the Labor Party and the Trades Union 
Congress, the moguls of both of which 
are strongly opposed to any political com¬ 
bination with other Opposition parties, 
whether to the Left or to the Right. 

But the agitation among the rank and 
file, countenanced by some of ths lead¬ 
ers, such as* Sir Stafford Crlpps, for ths 
formation of a Popular Front, in which 
all opponent* of the National Govern¬ 
ment will fight under one flag, seems to 
be growing in strength. 

At the moment, persistent efforts are 
being made to secure the holding of spe¬ 
cial conferences of the Labor Party and 
the Trades Union Congress, both, osten¬ 
sibly, to discuss ways and means of as¬ 
sisting the Spanish Oovemment, but also, 
in the case of the Labor Party, to obtain 
a reversal of last year's decision against 
association with any bodies or organiza¬ 
tions with which the party is not in offi¬ 
cial communion—the Communists on the 
one hand and the Liberals on the other. 

It should be explained here that for 
years the Trades Union Congress had met 
annually in September, while the Labor 
conference has followed in October. The 
Trade Union Congress is largely a politi¬ 
cal body, and as the labor unions consti¬ 
tute the main strength of the Labor Party 
it* decisions hitherto have virtually dic¬ 
tated the course taken when the party 
met. 

This was not satisfactory to the non- 
unionists. that is the Socialists, who form 
a small but very vocal minority of the 
party, and it was decided last October 
that henceforth the party conference 
should be held in the Spring, but that 
it would be too soon to hold one in the 
Spring this year Normally, therefore, 
there will be no Labor party conference 
until 1939. 

The malcontents now demand a spe¬ 
cial conference forthwith, taking the 
ground, with some show of reason, that 
the changes in the international situa¬ 
tion make a new party pronouncement on 
polity vitally necessary. 

At the same time, the unions which 
have come under the domination of the 
extreme Left have requested an emer¬ 
gency Trades Union Congress conference 
and the request ha^ been refused. They 
quote the standing order of the T.U.C. 
that “the General Council *hai) in the 
event of there being danger of an out¬ 
break of war, call a special congress to 
decide on industrial action.” 

Behind this, of course, is an attempt to 
line up the unions of the country in sup¬ 
port of a mandate to the Oovemment that 
it shall abandon non-intervention and 
permit the supply of arms to RtpubUcan 
Spain. 


The dilatory tactics of the Amalgamated 
Engineering Union are part of this cam¬ 
paign. the executive of that organization, 
despite the urgency of the matter, post¬ 
poning from week to week consideration 
of the proposal of the allied unions in ths 
armament industry for a conference on 
the speeding-up issue. 

Transport House stands fast, however, 
in apposition to a special T.U.C. conference 
as to a special Labor Party Conference. 

The T.U.C. General Council has now in¬ 
formed the unions concerned that in it* 
view the standing order of Congress, 
quoted above, does not apply to the pres¬ 
ent international situation and that it is 
unable to see what purpose such an emer¬ 
gency conference would serve at the pres¬ 
ent time. 

Duchess Alters View 

T HE Duchess of Atholl, who sits In the 
House of Commons as Conservative 
member for Perth and Kinross, a sort of 
family seat, was decidedly pro-Franco 
early in the 8 panish Civil War. Then she 
went to Spain and returned ai strongly frl 
favor of the Republicans. 

The Duchess does not like the Oovem¬ 
ment policy of non-intervention, which, 
she says, prevents the Spanish Oovem¬ 
ment from buying arms to resist the 
Italian and German invaders, and she has 
written to the Prime Minister resigning 
the National Oovemment whip. This 
means that she will become an indepen¬ 
dent member. 8 he reaffirms her Con¬ 
servative principles, however. 

Her letter has given Mr. Chamberlain 
an opportunity to set forth in clear terms 
the facts of the 8 panlsh situation. The 
Duchess insisted that, notwithstanding the 
agreement with Italy, Italian reinforce¬ 
ments have continued to arrive in Spain. 

T imagine,” writes the Prime Minister, 
“that this statement is chiefly based on 
information which you have from time to 
time sent both to me and to the Foreign 
Office, reporting the alleged arrival of 
Italian troops find war material in Spain. 

“I can only say that on every occasion 
when these report* contained sufficient 
detail to enable them to be verified by His 
Majesty’s Oovemment they have been 
found either to be entirely Incorrect or so 
Improbable as to afford a virtual certainty 
that they were incorrect. 

“In tact they appear to have been fabri¬ 
cated by an interested source and do not 
tally with the information which is in pos¬ 
session of His Majesty’s Oovemment.” 

Non-Intervention 

M R. Chamberlain continues: “His Maj¬ 
esty’s Oovemment are satisfied of 
the fulfillment by the Italian Oovemment 
of the conditions which had been indi¬ 
cated to them . . . 

“The policy of non-intervention was 
originally, and has since been continu¬ 
ously, applied by His Majesty’s Oovem¬ 
ment in an entirely Impartial manner, and 
I cannot agree that it has benefited one 
side more than another.* . . . 

“You seem to me to be ignoring the 
known fact that other Oovemment*, what¬ 
ever their Justification, have already 
recognized General Franco’s administra¬ 
tion and that if His Majesty’s Oovemment 
were to depart from their policy of non¬ 
intervention their action would almost 
certainly be followed by an immediate in¬ 
crease in the arms supplied not to one. but 
to both sides. 

“In that event a situation would arise 
fraught, in my opinion, with the greatest 
danger to the peace of Europe. 

“I am, therefore, satisfied that the in¬ 
terests of fair play have not suffered 
through the policy of non-intervention in 
8 paln” 

• • • • e 

It is doubtful whether the measures for 
the further expansion of the Air Force, 
now announced, will satisfy Mr. Winston 
Churchill. In a newspaper article printed 
Just before it was stated that production 
of aircraft was to be doubled during the 
next two years, Mr. Churchill noted that 
there was widespread uneasiness regard¬ 
ing the delays in completing the original 
programme. 

There was no doubt of the ability of 
British industry, he wrote, to produce a 
vast output of war airplanes. 

“At the end of the Oreat War the Minis¬ 
try of Munitions were delivering machines 
at the rate of 3,000 *a month, or 34,000 a 
year,” he observed. "The plans for the— 
happily unfoughtr—campaign of 1919 con¬ 
templated an output of nearly double this 
colossal total.” 

Mr. Churchill highly approves of the de¬ 
cision to buy airplanes in the United States 
and Canada. He says this should have been 
begun two years ago. 

The new scheme, in part, contemplates 
a metropolitan strength of 3,750 front¬ 
line machines within two years instead of 
the 1,750 machines which, according to 
the old plan, were to be available by 
March. 1939. 

The old plan, however, is admittedly be¬ 
hind schedule, which prompt* the ques¬ 
tion why measures were not initiated to 
overcome the lag when it was first dis¬ 
covered. Moreover, in view of the failure 
to maintain the former schedule of pro¬ 
duction, what ground is there for assum¬ 
ing that the new One will be carried out 
punctually? 

The answers may be given in the flfil- 
dress debate which is to take place aiftVle 
later in the month. 

Unemployment Up 

T HE unemployment figures for April are 
decidedly unsatisfactory. There is no 
sign of employment recovering from the 
serious setback which began last Autumn, 


no upward movement in trade generally. 

On April 4, the day chosen by the Min¬ 
istry of Labor for its monthly cross-check, 
the unemployed total was only 1,317 lower 
than that of March 14, three weeks earlier. 
Last year the April figure showed a de¬ 
crease of 146,000, as compared with March. 

The present total of unemployed is 1,747,- 
764, which is more than in mid-April. 1937. 
Depression in the textile industries is the 
worst factor of the. situation, the totals 
for cotton, woolen and worsted, and hos¬ 
iery added together being 100,000 more 
than a year ‘ago. 

Surprising, in view of the pressure to 
produce armaments Is the increase of 1,863 
for the March-April period in the iron and 
steel industry, which shows an Increase of 
unemployment since April, 1937, number¬ 
ing 13,340. 

During Uie same period unemployment 
in engineering has grown by 13.880. in 
motor vehicles, cycles and, strangely 
enough in view of the demand, aircraft, 
9,290, and in metal goods manufacture, 
39,310. ^ 

Although, however, there is mors unem¬ 
ployment, there is also more employment, 
an increase of 10,000 being noted a* com¬ 
pared with the March figure, bringing the 
total up to 11,390,000, which, nevertheless, 
is still 130,000 less than a year ago. These 
figures apply to persons between 16 and 
64 registered for unemployment insurance. 
The unemployed statistics cover a wide 
field. Including as they do persons who are 
not insured, and receive relief from an¬ 
other source. 

• • • • 

The cotton trade is again in the trough 
of depression. A number of mills in Lan¬ 
cashire took advantage of the break at 
Easter to close for ten days instead of ths 
customary three. Moreover, many of those 
operatives who are employed have only 
half the proper number of looms. 

Some little Improvement is expected in 
consequence of the trade agreement with 
Denmark, which undertakes to import 
more British goods. A large proportion of 
these will be textiles. 

On the other hand, Egypt has raised 
the import duties on British textiles, much 
to Lancashire’s disadvantage. The Gov¬ 
ernment is making strong representations 
on the question at Cairo. 

Union of Churches 

T HERE is a strong movement afoot in 
this country for a union of the evan¬ 
gelical free churches, the nonconformist 
or dissenting bodies as they are alterna¬ 
tively called, with the Church of England 
in a new United Church of England. 

Just, however, as a body of Presbyterians 
insisted on carrying on separately when 
the United Church ^ras formed in Canada, 
so the section of the Church of England 
which cdU itself Anglo-CathoUc would 
probably refuse to Join with other protes- 
tant bodies. 

As in Canada, too, the Baptists would 
stand out. In fact, they have definitely 
declined to take part in the proposed re¬ 
union. 0 

Unlike other religious bodies, the Bap¬ 
tist denomination has its basis in a rigid 
insistence of adult baptism as a Condition 
of church membership. Consequently the 
annual assembly of the Baptist Union, 
which has been meeting in London, has 
declared that it is unable to agree to a 
scheme of reunion, as prepared by repre¬ 
sentatives of the Anglican and the Evan- 
gellcan Churches, wherein infant baptism 
is recognised as an alternative to adult 
baptism. 

The Rt. Hon. Ernest Brown, the Minister 
of Labor, took a prominent part in the 
proceedings. It is understood that he ia 
in line for the chairmanship of ths union. 


Compiling War History 

A COLOSSAL work has been underta¬ 
ken by the military authorities, the 
keepers of whose archives are now en¬ 
gaged in compiling a war calendar which 
shall record ail Hungarian battles and 
feats of arms from the time of Arpad, a 
thousand years ago, to the present day. 

Many ancient scripts have been lost, so 
the editors of the war calendar have ap¬ 
pealed to regiments, officers’ corps and 
military clubs to send in all available data 
and personal notes about engagements 
in which their regiments took part. These 
"old, unhappy, far-off things and battles 
long ago” are likely to produce an inter¬ 
esting work. 


Political Books 

T HE troubled state of Europe makes 
any book professing to throw light 
on the international situation a best 
seller. ' Those at the top of the list at 
present are F. A. Voigt s “Unto Caesar,” 
Bir Philip Gibbs’ “Across the Frontiers” 
and Douglas Reed’s "Insanity Fair.” Ail 
three are written by men who are, or 
have been, Journalists. Ludecke's “I Knew 
Hitler" still goes well, and Lord Lyming- 
ton’s “Famine in England,'” dealing with 
the subject of food supplies in time of 
war, is also in demand. 

As a rest from realism, many people 
are buying W. H. Davies’ "Anthology of 
Shorter Poems,” in which the poet gives 
an exquisite selection of other people's

Bromfield’s ‘The Rains Came.” William

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Azaleas Offer Wide Range 
For Season of Long Bloom 


N OW, when the glory qf azaleas plays 
such a prominen&jole in the 
Spring landscape. Is an excellent 
time for the garden maker to familiarise 
himself with the various types. A trip to 
one of the botanical gardens, or to an or¬ 
namental nursery, will enable him to note 
the kinds which would best suit his own 
taste and conditions, writes Egbert Hans 
in The New York Times. 

Despite the fact that there are many 
perfectly hardy native azaleas, many per¬ 
sons—even some who own gardens—are 
inclined to associate the azaleas with 
fashionable florist shops and private con¬ 
servatories rather than with plain outdoor 
gardening. 

This bright plant claims kinship with 
the lack-lustre huckleberry of the wooas, 
the blueberry of the swamp and the tiny 
wintergreen of woodland trails, for these 
all belong to a family called “heath." 

There are azaleas for many different 
sorts of places and purposes. To get the 
right variety for the right place requires 
some study and experimentation. Some 
azaleas have evergreen foUage that is al¬ 
most as dark and dense as that of the 
prized box. Others are deciduous, with 
leaves of shades of green and more or less 
density. It is important to consider the 
differences in using them in the garden 
picture. 

Dual Value 

E vergreen azaleas have an all-the- 
year foliage value exceeded by few 
plants, while most of the deciduous varie¬ 
ties depend chiefly on their bloom period 
for their attraction. Thus the latter are 
what one might call “supplementary" 
plants, depending on a solid (preferably 
evergreen) background to emphasize the 
brilliancy of their bloom and to later make 
up for the somewhat weak foliage. 

Brilliancy and warmth Qf color are in¬ 
deed (he outstanding mark of the azalea's 
bloom. There is a good deal of red, espe¬ 
cially among the evergreen varieties. 
Others run the gamut of those indescrib¬ 
able shades and hues which we loosely call 
pink, yellow and orange. Their arresting 
effect Is due not only to color brilliancy 
but to their almost incomparable profu¬ 
sion of bloom. 

These qualities demand a good deal of 
caution when one uses azaleas in the gar¬ 
den color scheme. It is therefore well to 
'introduce azaleas into the garden picture 
somewhat gradually, since many of us 
have what might be called a “color- 
scheme complex." derived from study of 
interior decoration. 

Experiments to Try 

E xperimenting with azaleas, trying 
out one type after another, is fasci¬ 
nating work. One might begin with Aza¬ 
lea mollif, growing the pale yellow ones 
first and then those with bright orange 
colors. Azalea mollis is hardy and has 
perhaps the best and most pleasing foliage 
of azalea known as deciduous. They are 
best planted in groups or masses, and are 
very effective when used in the rock gar¬ 
den with yews. Mugho Pines and Japanese 
Hollies, or against the taller hemlocks or 
other dark colored evergreens with dense 
foUage. It is well to keep the orange col¬ 
ors apart, as they have a radiance which 
somewhat resents competition. 

The pink azaleas offer less of a color 
problem. One of the first to show 1U 
flowers of deep pink early in May is the 
Plnxterbloom i Azalea nudifiora*. growing 
as high as eight feet under favorable con¬ 
ditions and therefore a good background 
plant where not too heavy a demand is 
made on its rather slight foliage. 

More graceful is Azalea vaseyL or Pink- 
shell, which does not grow quite so tall 
and is more suitable for foreground or 
mlddleground locations. It is profuse of 
bloom and is of a lighter pink than the 
Plnxterbloom. In the Fall the foliage 
turns to a handsome warm red. adding 
much to the Autumn beauty of garden or^ 
grounds. 

Transition Plants 

T HE Azalea arboracens is outstanding 
on account of its denser foliage and 
its great masses of large white flowers 
with pink edges. 

This variety, and the Azalea achlippen- 9 
bachi. which has brown spots on the upper 
petals, are good for accomplishing a tran¬ 
sition whan used with the solid pink varie- 

• 

Quite different is Azalea poukhanensis, 
which is to many the outstanding azalea. 
Low-growing with pale purple bloom, it is 
decidedly more congenial when in bloom 
to the company of other flowering plants. 

Another desirable one is the Torch Aze- 
tea. Kampferi variety, much admired for 
its profuse orange-pink bloom and a foU¬ 
age which, given some protection, will last 
through the Winter In a bog. a wet spot 
or near a pool, the Swamp Azalea (A. vis¬ 
cose) is ideal. It flowers late in the Sum¬ 
ner and is decidedly fragrant. 

The evergreen species have a dual value 
of foUage and bloom which is of special 
importance in small gardens or on limited 
grounds where the most must be made of 
vvery plant. 


for accent purposes in small formal gar¬ 
dens or else to effective grouping on a 
large scale. * 

Rather similar, but with larger leaves 
that turn bronze in Winter, is the car¬ 
mine-flowered Azalea hinodeglri. This 
plant has a dwarflike appearance and is 
often chosen where space is limited. Less 
vivid of color is the Azalea hlnimayo, a 
clear but soft pink. 

To the writer there is no more beautiful 
azalea than the variety yodogawa. Its 
double flowers are of a* delicate shade of 
lavender with Just a touch of pink. It is 
usually classified among the evergreen 
varieties, although strictly speaking it is 
only semi-evergreen. With a striking 
beauty of its own, it accommodates Itself 
better than other azaleas to most color 
schemes. 


Leaf Lettuce Esteemed by 
Home Gardener 

L EAr lettuce is getting almost into the 
luxury class, since market gardeners 
have almost stopped growing it. and the 
supply of tight, bleached head lettuce. 

There was a time when head lettuce 
was the rarity, and esteemed for that rea¬ 
son ; and many a home gardener who 
could not grow heads, felt thr.t his leaf 
lettuce was hardly worth while. 

But the tables have been turned by the 
revelation that leaf lettuce, and its easily- 
grown cousin, the cos lettuce or romaine, 
are both superior to bleached heads in 
vitamin “A" content. This vitamin which 
is so essential to the health of children, 
is said to vary in richness in proportion 
to the rich green color of the leaves. 
Bleached leaves have much less than 
green leaves. 

Leaf lettuce, moreover, when freshly 
picked from the garden, is held by good 
judges to be superior to bleached heads 
in tenderness and flavor, and quite as 
crisp. Like other table quality vegetables, 
it is difficult to market because it loses its 
crispness quickly, a hindrance which does 
not concern the amateur, who uses It as 
soon as he picks it. 

Cos lettuce should be sown at the same 
time, since it matures later, and while 
it resists 8ummer heat, it must make 
growth before the hot spell comes. The 
cos lettuce must be thinned or trans¬ 
planted to six inches apart in the row. 

All good lettuce must grow fast. It it 
stands still the leaves will become bitter. 
It requires plenty of water, and a dose of 
plant food will help speed growth. 

When cos lettuce begins to make a 
rosette of slender leaves, they can be tied 
together and bleached, if you wish. Be 
sure the leaves are dry when you tie them 
up. Many prefer not to bleach the leaves, 
preferring their crisp fresh green. 

Canadian Eggs Shipped to 
Glasgow Market 

F IFTEEN hundred thirty-dozen cases 
of grade “A” eggs were recently 
shipped from Montreal to Glasgow, Scot¬ 
land, the first time for several years that 
such a large shipment of Canadian fresh 
eggs has been sent overseas. One carload 
of 500 dozen went forward on the Se. 
Athenia on April 29 and two carloads were 
shipped on the Ss. Salalria on May 7. All 
of the eggs were consigned to Henry Noble 
fc 8ons, of Glasgow. Two cars were from 
the Canadian Poultry Sales, Ltd., of Win¬ 
nipeg, a farmers co-operative organiza¬ 
tion. and one car was from the units of 
the Eastern Ontario Egg and Poultry As¬ 
sociations, another farmers’ co-operative 
group. 

The Marketing 8ervlce, Dominion De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, co-operated in 
the arrangements for assembling the 
shipments in Montreal in a cold storage 
warehouse and in moving them to the 
ships. 

On arrival in Glasgow the Canadian 
Department of Trade and Commerce ar¬ 
ranged to have these eggs’ given special 
window and counter displays in some of 
the leading retail stores and information 
about them and also concerning Cana¬ 
dian eggs generally will be available at 
the booth of the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture in the Canadian Pavilion, 
British Empire Exhibition, at Olasgow, 
where a special feature la being made of 
Canadian eggs. 

Last January three shipments were 
made of Winter-produced fresh eggs to 
London, England, and principally because 
of their recognized high quality found a 
ready market at good prices. 
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Bark-Ringing Fruit Trees 
. To Increase Productivity 


T H^RE are occasions when fruit trees 
fail to respond even to the most 
careful routine . of manuring and 
pruning, says a writer In The Smallholder. 
The primary cause of this trouble may 
be due to rootstock or else to a peculiar 
pocket of subsoil in the spot where the 
tree was planted. In both cases it will be 
found that the trees are very poor bear¬ 
ers, and for all the good they do they 
could be removed and burnt. 

Where the row of trees Is of a fair size 
this immediately leaves an unsightly gap, 
and we should suggest before destroy¬ 
ing the trees recourse should be made to 
a little tree surgery. 

Let it be fully understood at the very 
outset “we only recommend this course 
where normal culture has failed to bring

Putting Goats on Grass 

T AKE cire when first putting goats out 
to grass now If they have had little 
greenfood during the Winter they will bq, 
inclined u> gorge, and perhaps bring on an 
attack of colic, or hoven. The best plan 
is to. put out the animals for an increas¬ 
ing length of time each day until they 
feed with discretion. 

With heavy milkers, receiving large 
amounts of concentrates as well as grass, 
etc., watch that they are not getting too 
much protein. The chief sign to look for is 
redness—an inflammation—round the 
hoofs of the hind feet, which later may 


develop Into a painful lameness 


I 


We will first take the case of the tree 
which refuses to grow, that Is the small, 
stunted specimen. 

Any old-time gardener, If shown the 
tree, would at once note the tightness of 
the bark and pronounce the tree as “hide¬ 
bound." This simply means that the bark 
of the tree has not swollen as It should 
have done, and thus the full supply of 
sap, so necessary for good growth de¬ 
velopment, has been restricted and the 
tree has been strangled. 

The remedy for this coiqplaint is known 
as “slitting." All one has to do Is to make 
a slit through the outer bark with a 
strong pruning knife. 

Thia silt should extend from the main 
crotch right down the trunk to the soil 
level. Where necessary it is also permis¬ 
sible to silt down the main branches. 

Some growers make it in a series of 
curves, i.e., in a serpentine manner. In 
either case, it is remarkable how quickly 
the trees respond to this treatment and 
how wide the slit will open in one season. 

New bark will form quite naturally on 
the wood exposed by the slit opening. 

Too-Vigorous Trees 

N OW for the tree giving excessive 
growth and yet falling to produce 
fruit 1)uds. In this case quite the opposite 
kind of treatment is required. 

Whereas we have already explained the 
stunted tree requires opening up to be en¬ 
abled to receive ita full sap supply, the 
vigorous tree must have its sap restricted 
as. by so doing, one not only governs 
growth but also establishes the formation 
of fruit buds. 

8ap restriction Is procured by a small 
operation known as "bark-ringing." 

There are tfro methods of this in use, 
and both give excellent results. One is 
known as the “Gardner” method and was 
originated several years ago by some well- 
known Wisbech fruit growers. 

In this method two half-rings of bark 
are removed from either side of the tree. 
These half-rings are about three-quarter 
Inch wide and about four Inches 
apart, and the ends of the half-rings are 
In a straight line with one another. 

As soon as the rings have been cut they 
should be painted over with white lead 
paint to prevent entry of disease. * 

The other method is known as the 
“Long Ashton” method, and differs from 
the “Oardner" In the fact that the ring 
encircles the whole stem. On the other 
hand, it is made much narrower, only 
being about one-quarter inch wide. 

This ring should be covered with graft¬ 
ing tape as soon as made so thtt disease 
spores will not gain entry to the trunk. 

Where so desired, it is quite in keeping 
to ring individual branches. 

We should also mention that ringing 
greatly Improves the color of apples, 
therefore it may sometimes be usefully 
practised when growers require especially 
bright-colored fruits for show purposes. 

Another simple operation aphich Is 
quite useful in private gardens where 


trained trees are the order of the day is 
known as “notching” 

Readers who have had experience with 
these types Of trees know full well that 
sometimes branches lack their full supply 
of fruiting spurs. One comes across those 
dormant buds which fail to do their duty. 

“Notching” taeans the removal of a 
small portion of bark and wood Immedi¬ 
ately above these buds. This procedure 
checks the Inrush of sap and the buds 
receive the necessary stimulus to throw 
thepi into growth. 

We should also add, a too vigorous 
growth can also be controlled by “notch¬ 
ing" immediately below It. 

The present, when the sap Is running 
welL is the ideal time for carrying out all 
these operations. Slitting may be applied 
to all trees, but ringing and notching 
should be confined entirely to apples and 
pears. 


Horns Easily Removed From 
Calves by Simple Treatment 


T HE proper time to accomplish a task 
Is a factor of major importance! To 
It may be traced the reason for suc¬ 
cess and profit, and when not practiced 
the opposite result is too often experi¬ 
enced. The importance of removing horns 
from cattle has for a number of years 
been recognised as not only a proper but 
a profitable stock-raising operation. This 
is equally as true in dairy production as 
in beef raising. 

Dairy cows must be quiet and contented 
to be good producers. Horns disturb this 
condition in a herd and the reduction in 
milk production, due to hooking and gor¬ 
ing, is well known to experienced herds¬ 
men. 

The hidden loss of thousands of dollars 
to the beef producers from lower hide 
prices and Injured carcasses was not forc¬ 
ibly felt until May 1 last year. At that 
time a discount of $1 per head was put 
into effect on all horned cattle 400 pounds 
or over, sold for slaughter. 

This deduction in no way actually 
measures the loss the producer of beef 
must bear. For years, prices paid for 
good cattle have been lowered due to the 
poor quality of the hides and bruised car¬ 
casses. Normal conditions warrant the 
hide being 10 to 12 per cent of the value 
of the animal yet the actual value has 
been only 6 to 8 per cent. A large part of 
this reduction can be traced directly to 
shipping homqd cattle. T^e damage goes 
even further, a* the lowered value of the 
meat product due to bruising and mark¬ 
ing by horns, must of necessity be re¬ 
flected in the market price for cattle. 

Remove the Cause 

T HESE are actual facts. Is it not good 
business to remove the cause? The 
logical time to start is at the beginning; 
treat the horns on the young calf. This 
is the time when the calf is under the 
dirset observation of the herdsman and 
the treatment is readily done. It Is the 


simplest time and certainly the most in¬ 
expensive time. 

For a very few cents a stick of caustic 
potash may be purchased from any drug¬ 
gist. Wrap a strip of paper arotind one 
end as a safe, convenient method for 
handling and place in a tightly corked 
bottle to prevent deterioration due to 
moisture. « 

The time to apply 1s when the nubbin 
can be felt below the skin. The calf will 
be one week but not over two weeks of 
age this time. 

First dampen the hair a little over the 
nubbin with water and then rub the un¬ 
shielded end of the caustic stick over an 
area not more than one Inch in diameter. 
The application should be sufficient so as 
to cause a slight Irritation to the calf. 
Wipe the caustic stick dry, place back Into 
bottle and cork tightly until required for 
the next calf. 

Prevent Spreading 

V ASELINE rubbed directly around the 
area to be treated is often recom¬ 
mended to a beginner* to prevent spread¬ 
ing over too large an area. This, however, 
should not be necessary to anyone ex¬ 
perienced in the care of livestock.. In a 
few days a scab will form and peel off. 
In case a scab does not appear a second 
application may be applied. 

Do not become discouraged with an oc¬ 
casional failure the first year. With prac¬ 
tice, the results will become absolutely 
certain and ths ease of performance and 
the smell expense compared with the 
more painful and bloody operation of de¬ 
horning will be fully appreciated. 

Another reason why the removal of 
horns from the calf with caustic should 
have a strong appeal to cattle breeders la 
the fact that the treatment can be per¬ 
formed any season of the year regardless 
of weather and fly conditions. Certainly, 
If this method can be adopted for large 
range operations as in Argentina, the av¬ 
erage Canadian farmer should find It 
most practicable. 


Feeding the Pig Family 
Between Ages of Two 
And Five Weeks 

T HE old axiom, "Don't spar e~ the feed 
for the nursing sow and litter," still 
holds true. In fact, it becomes even more 
important under the more artificial con-, 
ditions of present-day swine raising, 
states Edward B. Fraser, Central Experi¬ 
mental Farm. Nutritious feeds such as 
oats, shorts, bran, and a small amount of 
barley,-along with a generous supply of 
sweet skim-milk ^nake up d suitable ra¬ 
tion tor the nursing sow. The sweet skim- 
milk cannot be over-emphasized as it it 
very important. Lacking skim-milk, some 
other protein supplement such as tank¬ 
age, Ash meal, or a protein supplement 
concentrate mixture should be Included 
in the feed mixture. 

The period in a pig’s life from two 
weeks of age up to five weeks has often 
been called the critical stage. However, 
by proper feeding of the sow and by en¬ 
couraging the young pigs to eat separ¬ 
ately just as early as possible, the chances 
of runts or the loss of pigs Is greatly re¬ 
duced. At this time the experienced pig 
feeder starts feeding the pigs in a creep, 
separate from the sow. This Is very sim¬ 
ply done by boarding off one corner of 
the pen or paddock to which only the 
young pigs have access. 

Use Best of Feed 

T HE best of feed Is none too good. A 
dry mixture consisting qf oats (from 
which the hulls have been sifted) cracked 
wheat and middlings, with sweet sklm- 
milk in a separate trough, will provide an 
Ideal ration. Supplement the grain with 
tankage or fish meal if skim-milk is not 
available. Minerals are important both 
for the sow and the young pigs. Equal 
parts of bone meal, ground limestone, and 
salt make a suitable mixture to include at 
the rate of two pounds per hundred In 
each, ration. 8ods or earth which have 
been sprinkled with a solution of. iron sul¬ 
phate are particularly valuable for early 
Utters which cannot be aHowed outside.. 
Under the above feeding procedure the 
pigs will graduaUy become so Independent 
of the sow that when weaning does occur 
they will not suffer any serious setback. 

After weaning, which might be called 
a semi-critical period, the pigs should be 
. given the same feeds they were accus¬ 
tomed to in their earUer life. Oats, mid¬ 
dlings. wheat, and a small amount of bar¬ 
ley along with sweet skim-milk or a pro¬ 
tein supplement will form a suitable start¬ 
ing feed. The objective Is quality bacon 
hogs, the feeding of which, during the 
growth and finishing stages, win be out¬ 
lined in a subsequent 


When to Start Chicks on 
The Open Range 

T HE age at which chicks are given 
range Is an important matter to con¬ 
sider, because growth, feathering and 
health of the chicks are affected. If range 
Is misused, however, a serious reduction 
In health and vigor may foUow. 

There Is the type of range upon which 
r.o chicks should be allowed at all, and 
that is the one which is so contaminated 
with intestinal worms, coccldia, blackhead 
and gapes that good health U practically 
Impossible. 

One must either move the birds to com¬ 
pletely fresh ground or fit wire-netting 
sun-parlors to the brooder houses. 

Where range Is very Umited or one feels 
that some disease is held on the soil, then 
the chicks should be reared Intensively, 
preferably with sun-parlors. 

Under these conditions they are not al¬ 
lowed to range before they are six weeks 
old, by which time they will possess the 
ability to throw off soil-carried diseases. 

Only if the soil is thoroughly fresh, 
sweet and free from disease should chicks 
be allowed range at a week old, simply be¬ 
cause they are not capable at this early 
age of withstanding the organisms of the 
soil-carrying diseases. 

Plan One Year Ahead 

F RESH ground is that which has not 
carried poultry of any description upon 
It for at least twelve months. For this 
reason the area to be used for rearing 
should be carefully planned a year ahead. 

In no case Is it wise to allow chicks on 
range before they are a week old, because 
they are apt to wander awjay, get lost and 
become chilled. 

Where the soil Is thoroughly sound and 
the chicks are Intended for replacement 
laying stock, then they should be allowed 
out at a week old provided that water is 
not standing upon the surface of the soil, 
that the grass is short, and that efficient 
protection against heavy winds and burn¬ 
ing sun is provided. 

If the runs contain greenfood crops, 
chicks may be allowed among them at a 
week old. but if the crops are of the cab¬ 
bage tribe the chicks will make little use 
of them, and unless the mash makes good 
thLs deficiency, growth may not be satis¬ 
factory. 

If the chicks are being fed a plain chick 
mash, grass range and outdoor sunshine 
will be necessary at a week. If range Is 
not considered at this age, then the con¬ 
fined chicks must be fed a fully Intensive 
mash containing cod liver oil. 

With chicks to be reared for table pur¬ 
poses for killing 'at sixteen weeks, the 
above rules apply, too, except that it would 
be preferable to keep them away from 
range and feed an intensive mash up to 
one month.

Care of Young Pullets 
After Removal from 
Brooder House 

T HE time to allow chicks free range 
without heat will depend on the sea¬ 
son. Usually when the birds are six to 
eight weeks of age they can get along if 
care Is taken to see that they do not run 
out on wet days or get in the long, wet 
grass. Before allowing the stove to go 
out, put In low roosts and get the birds 
accustomed to roosting. The stove may be 
left In the house without a fire for sev¬ 
eral days, to be ready In case of an 
emergency. 

In planning a range for the pullets It 
is advisable to plan a year In advance 
so that a plot of clover will be available 
each year, states B. F. Cheney, head poul- 
tryman. Experimental Station. Kentvllle. 
N S. In order to have the birds on clean 
ground every year three plots of ground 
should be available, one being In roots or 
corn, one in grain and the other In clover. 
With this system of range rotation in op¬ 
eration it has been possible to handle 
300 to 400 pullets on s little over one-hsK 
sere of ground each year and the birds 
have had an abundance of green feed. 
The clover is cut late in June, allowing 
new tender shoots to grow for feed dur¬ 
ing July and August. If the part of 
run used early in the season becomes bare 
the houses may be shifted and the bare 
area ploughed and seeded In oats for a 
further supply of green feed. 

When placing pullets on range, efforts 
should be made to have the houses con¬ 
taining the younger birds as far away 
as possible from the older birds; If this 
is not done the young birds will suffer. 
Do not over-crowd the houses; seventy- 
five to 100 pullets Is plenty for each house. 
8pace the houses evenly over the avail¬ 
able area. Some shade should be sup¬ 
plied, and for this nothing is better than 
to have the range next to a patch of corn. 

Feeding on the Range 

F eeding on range can be quite simple. 

Place one four-foot covered hopper 
of growing mash and one of grain for 
each house, along with one large water 
fountain. Limestone grit or oyster shell 
shoul^ be provided and a supply of fresh, 
clean water should always be available. 
8ee that the hoppers are kept filled with 
mash and grain. If there Is g plentiful 
supply of green feed the birds should 
make good growth. Place all feeding and 
water utensils up off the ground on 
frames four Inches high covered with 
inch-mesh wire to prevent the birds from 
coming in contact with the ground. These 
feeders should be moved frequently dur¬ 
ing the season so that the ground around 
the hoppers will be kept clean at all times. 

Keeping the range houses clean Is very 
important, as dirty houses In the warm 
weather are harmful to the birds’ health. 
Clean the houses every two weeks and go 
over the roosts for mites at least once a 
month, using one quart of used crank¬ 
case oil to two quarts of kerosene. 

V Some of the flowers now being offered 
are tropical subjects of such long season 
to maturity they are likely to give diffi¬ 
culty to amateurs who wait until too late 
to sow them.

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Two Queer Zoo Birds 


M OST visitors to the Regent’s Park 
Gardena, London, come away with 
tiie impression that the horn-bills 
are certainly very queer birds, and many 
people regard them as being the queerest 
of all the avlans. The main reason for 
this is that the horn-bills are as extra¬ 
ordinary in their habits as in their ap¬ 
pearance. Their fantastic appearance is. 
of course, the first thing that strikes one. 
They are heavily-built birds, varying in 
length from about one and a half to 
round about four feet; and they are fa¬ 
mous for having even bigger beaks than 
the toucans. 

I The latter’s gigantic bills art usually 
of a regular, smooth and elegant shape, 
and their brilliant rainbow coloring 
makes them doubly attractive. The 
clumsy, irregular beaks of the horn-bills, 
though amazing, cannot be called ele¬ 
gant; and usually their coloring is quite 
dingy. A sort of helmet-shaped knob, 
making a second story to the beak edi¬ 
fice, also adds to their clumsy appearance. 
This extraordinary casque, however, as 
well as the whole of the enormous beak, 
is honeycombed with small air-cells, so 
that, though it looks extremely top-heavy, 
it is in reality quite light and of no incon¬ 
venience to its owner. 

The plumage is usually black, with an 
iridescent sheen over it* relieved with 
streaks and bands of deep creamy white, 
or palest yellow; and around the eyes is. 
a circle of smaller feathers forming eye¬ 
lashes, which gives the bird an even more 
striking appearance. 

Horn-bills are chiefly natives of Africa, 
India, and the Malayan regions; and they 
make their nests in hollow trees. The 
male bird takes a very high hand with his 
mate, and his sheik-like behaviour is most 
interesting. As soon as the hen has laid 
her eggs in the cosy nest the pair have 
built within the hollow tree, her lord walls 
her in with a thick plastering of mud and 
fibres, which quickly dries into a hard 
and effective mortar; b\it he is careful 
to leave a very small hole in this cement, 


through qrhich he may feed her and her 
family and to provide an air passage. 

He thus runs no risk of his mate shirk¬ 
ing her maternal duties, firmly believing 
that her place at such an important time 
is certainly nowhere else but in the home; 
but, nevertheless, he proves himself to be 
an excellent forager, and works hard to 
keep her and her precious chicks well 
supplied with food, returning hundreds / 
of times each day to his family bringing 
insects, fruits, and any small creatures 
such as frogs, lizards, etc., he may happen 
to find. As soon as the young ones are 
strong enough to emerge he breaks the 
mortar with his enormous hard beak, And 
mother and family are permitted to flut¬ 
ter out and enjoy the sunlight. 

Fair-Weather Birds 

T HE touracos. or clock-birds, though 
not so comical In appearance as the 
horn-bill and toucans, are, nevertheless, 
among the queerest of the zoo's queer 
birds. Though strangely shaped, they are 
rather handsome birds, about the size of 
the smaller cockatoos, and their coloring 
is very brilliant. Most of the upper plu- 
mage is bright. 

The most curious feature of the toura¬ 
cos is that they may well be described as 
“fair-weather birds.’* 

The beautiful red coloring, which con¬ 
trasts so well with the soft green and 
prune-purple shades of their handsome 
plumage, has the peculiar quality of being 
soluble in soft rain-water. The conse¬ 
quence is that if these smart birds get 
caught in a tropical downpour the red 
pigment in their feathers is almost entire¬ 
ly dissolved, so that they then present a 
shabby and “washed-out'* appearance. 

Not for long, however, for after a few 
days the pretty red coloring appears once 
more, and this lasts until they are caught 
in the next shower! 

1 Touracos are often called “clock-birds,’* 
owing to the very strange cackling or 
* coughing sound they utter, which re¬ 
minds one of the raucous winding-up of 
a clock.—From The Girl’s Own Paper.

The Great Canals 

W E owe the world's great sea canals 
to French genius. It was Viscount 
de Leaseps who had the courage to or¬ 
ganize and carry out the work of the Suez 
Canal in the face of clever engineers who 
declared it impossible. The work, begun 
in 1856, was completed in 1889. 

Ten years later Viscount de Lesseps 
began work on the still greater project at 
Panama, but in this he failed, owing to 
mismanagement and financial Jugglery, 
for which he was not personally respon¬ 
sible. but which ruined him. The fail¬ 
ure, however, led to the success of Amer¬ 
ica in joining the two great oceans. 

, Now we record the astonishing figures 
of the traffic through these great water¬ 
ways. Before the Oreat War some eight¬ 
een million tons of shipping passed 
through the Suez Canal in a year; in 1937 
the figure rose to over thirty-six million 
tons. British shipping accounts for about 
half of this great total. 

Panama, too, now returns big traffic. 
Last year nearly twenty-nine million tons 
passed through it. The Panama Canal is 
not a sea-level waterway, and great locks 
have to be negotiated. 

At Panama, as at 8uez, British ship¬ 
ping la the chief user, over a fourth of the 
traffic of last year being British.

Facts About the 
Wild Geese

v r ERY few persons who see the wt«o 
\/ geese winging their way regularly 
▼ across the continent every 8pring 
and Fall, have a very clear ldew of how 
they really live in their natural envlron- 
i ment. 

With iU dark grey body, black neck and 
white patch under its Jaw, the wild goose 
is a picturesque character along the shore 
of any woodland lake or river. 

The wild goose is a true weather 
prophet, and it is very seldom that it 
makes a mistake and is caught in a snow 
storm of any consequence. When th« 
frosty nights of early Fall appear on iU 
northern range, the geese gather in bands 
of from thirty to a hundred or more, and 
led by an old gander, line up in a V- 
shaped formation to begin their annual 
migration. 

During the flight, the geese stop from 
time to time to feed, but always when the 
flight is resumed, the old gander is in the 
lead, with the lesser geese strung out in 
the characteristic formation. Occasion¬ 
ally the birds in the two lines change 
places, bat the lead gander never gives 
up his position unless he is killed or 
wounded. If the leader is killed, the 
whole flock is thrown into a turmoil, often 
losing their bearings entirely and flying 
aimlessly around for several days, before 
another leader takes his place and once 
more leads the flock on its migratory 
course. 

Wild geese nest in the most northerly 
states and Canada, and Winter in the 
warm southern states. As the snow dis¬ 
appears from their northern nesting 
grounds, the migratory instinct warns 
them that it is time for them to com¬ 
mence their flight north and they travel 
in the picturesque V-shaped manner, with 
an old gander always leading the way. 

The flight to the northward is usually 
the most leisurely, as the birds are thin 
and make their way elowly as the 8pring 
opens up. 

When^protecting their young or nests, 
wild geese are exceedingly vicious and 
can inflict a very painful blow with their 
wings, but at other times they will take 
Immediate flight at the first approach 
of man. The diet of wild geese is a varied 
one, comprising various grains and fish 
as well as all sorts of vegetation. 

They are among the cleanest of ail 
birds, and one curious characteristic that 
has been noted and much commented on 
is that in their wild state, as well as in 
the domesticated, all grass roots that are 
pulled up are carefully washed before 
being eaten. In that respect, more than 
any other, geese differ greatly from all 
other wild fowl.—From Our Dumb Ani¬ 
mals. 
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A Revolution in Artificial Silk 


W HAT we call artificial silk, now 
known to the trade as rayon, has 
taken a new^gnd revolutionary 
turn. This is the pFoductlon of a “spun 
yarn,” which is entirely different from 
the rayon filament, although rayon is it¬ 
self so wonderful. To understand this let 
us very briefly recall how rayon is made. 

First, wood is pulped, chemically treat¬ 
ed, and changed into cellulose in the form 
of thin sheets looking like cardboard Sec¬ 
ond, the cellulose sheets are dissolved in 
caustic soda, becoming what is called 
alkali cellulose, finely pulverized. Third, 
the crumbs of alkali cellulose are treated 
with carbon bisulphide, when they be¬ 
come cellulose xanthate. Fourth, the 
cellulose xanthate is dissolved in a solu¬ 
tion of water and caustic soda, when it 
becomes what is 'called viscose, a sub¬ 
stance of the appearance and consistency 
of honey. 

Then the viscose is pressed through tiny 
platinum Jets into an acid bath which 
causes the thin streams to coagulate into 
threads. These threads or fibres are or¬ 
dinary rayon yarn. 

A Continuous Filament 

F OR long the rayon manufacturers were 
content with an unspun yarn made 
in this or some similar way. Indeed, on 
the face of it, what could be better than 
a process producing a long continuous 
filament “which needed no spinning.” 

All the natural fibres, whether silk, cot¬ 
ton. linen, or wool, have to be spun into 
long lengths for the weaver, because they 
are naturally formed in “short lengths.” 

But recently someone h> the trade asked 
himself. What would happen if we “spun” 
the rayon filament? The experiment wag 
tried, with remarkable results. 

The work involves “chopping up the 
long rayon yam Into short bits." and 
starting over again to make a spun yam 
out of wha£ had already been a continu¬ 
ous yam. 

Imagine the long filaments of artificial 


silk chopped up Into short lengths. These 
short lengths are treated in a spinning 
mill just as though they were cotton. 
They are carded, which means that a ma¬ 
chine combs them put so that they lie 
parallel with each other. Then they are 
twisted together. Just' as is done with cot¬ 
ton. Spinning is a long process which 
gradually reduces a rope of soft fibre to a 
ihin strong thread. Then the thread is 
wound ready for the weaver. 

What, then, is the result of all this tro- 
ble? What has been gained by cutting 
up yarn and then spinning it again into 
yarn? 

Staple Fibre 

T HE result of the spuming is a yarn 
known to the trade as staple fibre. 
This staple fibre is entirely different 
from ordinary rayon. It looks different, 
it feels different; it is warmer, it has 
many new uses. Staple fibre is as differ¬ 
ent from ordinary rayon as wool is from 
cotton. 

A vast number of new fabrics are made 
from staple fibre alone or by muting IV 
with cotton or wool. Added to wool, it 
makes a garment that does not shrink 
and is cheaper than an all-wopl garment, 
it is even being woven into cloths for 
men’s garments; and it produces most 
beautiful effects for the weaver. 

Spun rayon sheets and blankets are very 
good. The sheet is better than a cotton 
or linen sheet in every way, for it is silky 
and warm to the touch, like wool. It wears 
well and is not dear to buy. 

No wonder that this new material is 
going ahead by leaps and bounds. In Eng¬ 
land production reached twenty-six mil¬ 
lion pounds weight last year, but abroad 
much bigger figures are recorded. Ger¬ 
many, Italy, Japan and America are big 
producers. 

A great advantage of the, man-made 
textile fibres, of which there, are now 
many varieties, is that they are uniform 
in quality and that there is good hope of

L ONDON (BUP).—Too many people, including London- 
era, are prone to think of Old Father Thames as one of 
the greatest water-highways in the world upon which 
is cartied a tremendous wealth of goods from all parts of the 
world. 


Too many people, also, think 
only of the great docks and 
wharves which crowd thickly 
upon Its banks. 

A recent small item in The 
Manchester Guardian recalls 
that even to day there la a his¬ 
tory In the river which many 
would find interesting to know 
about. It is a history which has 
little to do with docks, goods, 
shipping and wharves. 

Twenty years after the Zee- 
brugge raid one of the ships that 
took part in the raid has been 
sold for scrap This ship is the 
Royal Daffodil, a twin-screw 
ferry vessel of 487 tons gross, 
built at Newcastle in 1906, which 
played a prominent part in the 
exploit. 

CRUISED AROUND DOCKS

dil had been under charter to 
the Port of London Authority, 
by whom she had been used for 
the cruises round the London 
Docks. On St. Oeorge's Day, 
April 23, the day on which she 
"to her glory came," a ceremony 
was held on board.

of Nelson ai^l Abercromby. 

It was brought to Britain in an 
Iron cylinder, and the ship which 
carried it was caught in a terri¬ 
ble storm in the Bay of Biscay. 
The cylinder had to be aban¬ 
doned. but it was later recovered 
and erected on its present site 
near Waterloo Bridge in 1878, 
during the reign of Queen Vic¬ 
toria. 

Quite near to this monument 
is the famous ship Discovery. It 
is not likely to engage on any 
more voyagea to the Antarctic, 
and while it has now been turned 
into a show boat temporarily, it 
will shortly be used as a 
scout.

Million Workers Are 
To Be Benefited by 
New Insurance Plan

L ONDON (BUP).—A scheme designed to benefit 1,000,000 
building workers directly and another 1,000,000 people 
indirectly is expected to be in operation in Great Britain 
shortly. These people are always looking to the skies for 
threatening rain clouds, for rain to them means loss of wages 
and consequent misery. Countless attempts have been made 
to find some solution of the problem of “wet time.** 


But today in Britain more 
than 500,000 building workers of 
the National Federation of 
Building Trade Operatives are 
voting on a scheme for insuring 
building workers against bad 
weather. 

The scheme is the product of 
the Joint effort of the Workers’ 
Union and the employers. The 
scheme and what led up to it has 
been described by George Hicks, 
Socialist M P. and president of 
the federation, in The London 
News-Chronicle.

P ARIS (BUP).—The Australian War Memorial at Villers- 
Bretonneux, France, erected in honor of the 11,000 
Australians who fell in the fighting around the village 
during tHe World War and have no known graves, will be un¬ 
veiled by King George on July 1, during his visit to France. 

The ceremony will take place 
on the last day of the visit, and 
will be attended by Queen Eliza¬ 
beth and M. Lebrun, president 
of the French Republic. 

The memorial commemorates 
Australian soldiers listed as 
‘ missing’ after battles in the 
neighborhood. Farther north, at 
Fromelles, another 2,000 are so 
commemorated, and the Menln 
Gate bears the names of 8,000 
Australians who have no known 
graves in Belgium Altogether, 
some 80,000 Australians fell in 
the war. 

ON LITTLE HILL 

The memorial at Villers-Bret- 
onneux rests on the lop of a 
little hill by the historic village. 
It flanks a war cemetery where 
long lines of crosses mark the 
graves of identified soldiers, and 
its main feature—a massive wall 
-marks the old battle line held 
by the Diggers." On this wall, 
in ashlar formation, forming 
three sides of a courtyard, are 
engraved the names of the miss¬ 
ing, With Kipling's words carved 
above, "Their name llveth for 
evermore."

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LONDON (BUP i.—Captain Vic¬ 
tor Dibovsky, pioneer Russian 
airman of pre-war days, has in¬ 
vented a machine which, he 
claims, will travel at twenty-four 
knots in water, attain a speed of 
sixty miles an hour on the road 
and fly at 120 miles an hour, 
Major C. C. Turner, Daily Tele¬ 
graph and Morning Post corre¬ 
spondent, reports. 

It is a three-wheeled vehicle 
on land, a motor boat at sea and 
a helicopter, or direct-lift flying 
machine in the air. 

If the promise of Capt. Dibov- 
sky’s three-way vehicle be ful¬ 
filled, Turner reports, it will give 
the world a machine only twelve 
and a half feet long, which could 
take off from the deck of a sub¬ 
marine. or any other kind of 
warship, without need of a flying 
deck, and which could alight on 
any of these craft or, if neces¬ 
sary. alongside It could travel 
along a road and take off with- 4 
out a forward run. 

DIRECT DRIVE 
The wheels are directly driven 
by the mqtor. ^rhich is a rotary 
set in the flat position in the 
body of the machine When it 
is desired to fly. the wheels are 
unclutched, and the lifting vanes 
on top of the machine are put 
into action. This lifting appar¬ 
atus consists of two horizontally 
rotating two-bladed vanes, ro¬ 
tating in opposite directions on 
a vertical shaft. 

The machine is designed to 
travel either forwards or back¬ 
wards Its horizontal motion is 
given by the propeller, which 
consists of the two-bladed air¬ 
screws rotating in opposite di¬ 
rections on a horizontal shaft 
The all-on weight of the ma¬ 
chine. with fifty pounds for fuel 
and 150 pounds per pilot, would 
be about 550 ^pounds. It is 
claimed that, tn addition, it 
would carry another $60 pounds.
